Whoever killed her took desperate chances. of discovery. The 
girl was in the back vard of her ew n hoine, not fifty feet from-the 
kitchen door, which was wide open. Within-the kitchen sat the girl’s 
mother, whom she had left only a minute before. 
oF Miss Sapp went to the rear of the yard and was returning along 
“a path toward the kitchen door when, in the darkness of the clouded 
night, someone grabbed her from behind and slashed her twice witin 
“a tazor across the throat. The girl screamed. Her mother ran out 
and. found her dead.

She seemed to 
care nothing for the company of men 
and she had no sweetheart, so far as is 
known.

Sapp went down to the village Postof- 
fice. Mrs.. Sapp and her daughter sat 
fm the kitchen talking when Mrs. L. B. 
Kinne, who lived across the alley, 
calied to borrow some milk. There was 
to have been a party that night at the 
-Kinne home and Miss Sapp intended 
__ le ANE to it, but it was°postponed. As 
Mrs. Kinne left the house Miss Sapp 
went with her to the alley gate, an 
" opening through a barbed wire fence. 

A few minutes later Miss Sapp re- 
turned to the house and said to her | 
mother:

have reached then for her throat, and 
there may have been a @noment’s strug- 
gle, for the gingham dress was ripped 
apart at the neck and the girl’s fingers 
were cut. 


There were two slashes upon the 
throat, one a slight cut, the other five 
inches deep. The doctors said she ceuld 
never have screamed after that second 
deep cut was inflicted: She would have 
died instantly. The second shriek must 
have been uttered after the knife 
razor first crossed her neck. 

fier body was carried into the kitchen 
and then, with lanterns, the neighbors 
searched the yard.

Razor Put There After Tragedy. 


They ran to her and car-

One thing is absolutely certain and 


that is that the razor was dropped there 
nearly three hours after the. murder. 
That spot of ground had been searched 
over by dozens of men and women, who 
got down upon their knees and looked 
in the light of lanterns, and even 
scratched with their fingers in the dirt 
and grass roots. All agree the razor 
could not have been there then. 
Prosecuting Attorney, C. J. Peterson, 
says: 

“We know that the razor was put: 
there after the murder. It was found 
several hours after the murder lying 
in the middle of a walk in plain sight. 


brought back and put there.’’ 

The father of the slain girl says: 

“I will stake my life that the razor 
Was placed there hours after my daugh- 
ter’s death. I searched that spot over 
and over with a lantern and the razor 
Was not there,”’ 

The razor had been washed. This add- 
ed to the mystery. It was wet when 
found. There was a spot of rust upon 
it and, when a chemist looked at it 
through a miscroscope, he found blood 
adhering there.

How the Murderer Escaped. 

Whoever killed May Sapp ran out the 
rear yard, through a gap in the barbed 
wire fence, into the alley and escaped, 
carrying the bloody razor away. After- 
ward the murderer returned and 
dropped the razor there, probably te 
make it appear that the girl had com- 
mitted suicide.

But the two gashes upon the throat, 
the torn sleeve, the dishevelled dress 
at the neck, the cut fingers and the two 
distinct screams for help which the girl 
uttered, excluded the theory of sui- 
cide and would have excluded it even 
if the razor had been found with the 
body. Further evidence that it was 
not suicide was found when the body 
was stripped. Then a black and blue 
mark was revealed wpon one arm, as if 
a hand had clutched there in a vice- 
like pressure. And upon the girl's 
bosom were found, plainly outlined in 
black and blue, the finger prints of a 
hand that had grasped strongly at her 
there. 


It was likely the left hand of the 
murderer thrown aroufid her from be- 
hind, holding her while the other hand 
with the razor went up to her throat. 


Murderer Knew Neighborhood, 


All of these facts and circumstances 
indicated that the murderer was fa- 
miliar with the back yard of the Sapp 
home and with the habits of the Sapp

MYSTERIOUS FEATURES IN

HOUGH dozens of persons searched the

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WATERWAYS AND RAILWAYS. 

Government ownership of American railways 
would involve the purchase of property valued at 
more than seventeen thousand millions. 

The improvement of the Mississippi River or 
the Missouri River could be @ecomplished for less 
money than it would cost to parallel either 
stream with a railroad. 

These two facts ought to be taken into con- 
sideration by the politicians who are so keenly 
bent upon engaging in the most elaborate enter- 
prise in the way of State Socialism that ever was

The waterways belong to the people. They are 
natural highways. They are open to all. They 
cannot be monopolized. Their improvement and 
maintenance at public expense is a legitimate em- 
ployment of the people’s power and financial re- 
sources. 

Ownership of railroads would not only call for 
a fabulous amoynt of money; it would involve 
the people in many problems of the gravest im- 
portance end it would increase their civil em- 
ployes by a million and a half. 

Effective water transportation would serve the 
public better as a regulator of rates than many 
publicly owned railroads would, and popular re- 
sponsibility would begin and end with the task 
of keeping the channel open. 

If due attention had always been given to our 
waterways, many railway abuses of which com- 
plaint is now made could not have arisen. We 
should be careful how we adopt desperate reme- 
dies even for great evils, when the natural and 
the obvious ones have not been tried. 

Government ownership is fashidnable in some 
quarters where it is imagined that State Social- 
ism is something new. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, river improvement is characteristic of the 
most progressive peoples, is comparatively mod- 
ern in its development and was practically un- 
known when State Socialism was dying of 
rot thousands of years ago. 

Our agitators may take up river improvement 
on a grand scale with the assurance that it will be 
something comparatively new and something 
worth while. There may be a presidency or two 
in it also. |

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ST. LOUIS AND THE SOUTHEAST. 
Why should the Southwest mean more to St. 
Louis than the Southeast does? 
This city is styled the “gateway” to the former 
great section, but bears no similar relation to the 
territory and trade of the Southeast, which in 





‘the past has not entered sufficiently into our 


calculations. To this part of the map attention 
now turns afresh, with the movement for .a 
lakes-to-gulf waterway gathering impetus. 

Exponents of the waterway insist that it will 
make of the Southeast a tributary trade region of 
equal importance to St. Louis with the great ter- 
ritory in which we are obviously the supreme 
trade factor. The fact that the commerce of the 
Southeast is now and has been controlled by the 
East is logically attributed to accessibility by 
water. : 

The railroads plying between the Eastern man- 
ufacturing and supply centers and the Southeast- 
ern markets are obliged to compete with cheap 
water transportation, up and down the Atlantic 
seaboard. The railroads frankly admit the effect 
of water competition in explaining the difference 
in tariffs to which we are subjected. 

When there is a deepened channel down the 
Mississippi through which it will be possible to 
extend commerce with the Southeast and South, 
railroad rates will have to meet the condition. 
The inland water route would be an equalizer and 
offer the same relative advantages to all Northern 
commerce as to ours in the coveted territory, 
while to the South it would mean a vastly greater 
trade freedom and consequent life and prosperity. 

In this view the more immediate advantages 
to be gained from effecting the deepened channel 
are superior to those remoter considerations of 
South American and Oriental trade, which urge 
haste to complete the waterway by the time the 
Panama Canal is finished. . 

To the Mississippi Valley and the country of 
the Lakes, a fair share of the business of the 
Southeast means more than any export suprem- 
acy. Here is something tangible and direct—the 
trade at our doors. 

But while important to the entire region of the 
deepened channel, trade equality in the Southeast 
would be of greater benefit to St. Louis than to 
any other point, This industrial supply center 
and financial stronghold is geographically and by 
every condition of accessibility as much the gate- 
way to the eastern half of the South as to the 
western. 

As the mid-southern metropolis St: Louis should 
be the chief gainer of prestige and power by 
whatever revolution in transportation is wrought 
by the continental water route. 
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In place of the taboocd stimulant at luncheon, a 
mild sedative might be not inappropriate. 
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PARDONING THE WRONG MEN. 

The Illinois Board of Pardons recently conclud- 
ed that a colored prisoner, convicted of a crime 
of violence, had reformed and paroled him. In 
less than a week he had strangled a woman 
to death in pursuance of robbery. 

A good deal is said at this time about making 
crimes of cunning as odious as crimes of violence. 
| The fact seems to be that men convicted of forg- 
ery, embezzlement and other forms of swindling 
do not fare as well as men convicted of robbery 
| and assault, highwaymanship and homicide. 

If our penal institutions contain offenders who 
should be absolutely hopeless of clemency . they 
are those who murderously nssail the victims 





ly | whom they would rob. 
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as murder itself. The intent is there and no ac-| 


cidental deflection of bullet or knife or bludgeon 
should shield the ¢riminal from the consequences 
of his deed. 

While it may be doubted if a murderer, a house- 
breaker or a highwayman ever truly reforms, it 
is rare indeed that a man convicted of crimes of 
cunning repeats his misdeed. 

The forger, swindler or embezzler should be 
punished indeed, but it is a mistake to assume 
that the red-handed thug is less dangerous to 
society and can be liberated with propriety when 
the man of cunning is restrained. 

For a generation to come one case like that in 
Illinois ought to be enough to stay the hands of 
governors and boards of pardons who may be 
tempted to parole men convicted .of desperate 


crimes.

PUTTING CHARITY IN IRONS. 

Although there is a persistent tendency in leg- 
islation, industry and politics toward the broadest 
humanitarianism, systematized charity continues 
to post its books, to observe its rules and regula- 
tions and to discourage impulsive giving. 

No doubt there are excellent reason behind 
most if not all- of the recommendations contained 
in the new “St. Louis Directory of. Charities and 
Philanthropies.” There are tricks in every trade 
and the professional mendicant has more than the 
law allows. 

But Charity is a straight-jacket, Charity doing 
business surrounded by stenographers and type- 
writers, Charity at a desk in an inaccessible room, 
Charity poring over ledgers, Charity armed with 
a pair of scales like Justice, or Charity in the 
person of a Gradgrind drawing a salary is a for- 
Bidding spectacle. 

While we would not dispense with a single fea- 
ture of the work carried on so efficiently by or- 
ganized charity, we would take issue with it in 
its periodical exhortations on the subject of in- 
discriminate giving. 

In this as in missionary work it will be found 
as a rule that men are quick to adopt an excuse 
for parsimony. Home missions are exceedingly 
popular when the collector:for foreign missions is 
at hand. So also organized charity has thousands 
of friends when a sick woman with helpless chil- 
dren appeals for help, which, to be of service, must 
be instantaneous. 

We cannot get along without spontaneous char- 
ity. It is one of the noblest and most useful ex- 
pressions of benevolence. A dollar applied in the 
right place and at the right time by a kindly 
hand does more good than many dollars grudg- 
ingly bestowed under the voucher system. 

Mistakes there will be as a matter of course. 
There are mistakes under the elaborate checks 
and balances of organized charity. There will 
be mistakes under any system which may be 
devised. 

The errors of all the impulsive givers in the 
world, however, cannot be compared in magni- 
tude with those of the unctious and indifferent 
who turn away from distress and suffering with 
the poor excuse that there is a man somewhere 
who is paid to look after such cases. 
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The talk about smoking out the foes of the 
free bridge is all right, but it will take something 
more than smoke to do it. 
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KEYNOTE OF McKINLEY’S CHARACTER. 

“He never lost that simple and _ thoughtful 
kindness toward every human being, great or 
small, lofty or humble, with whom he was 
brought in contact, which so endeared him to our 
people,” said President Roosevelt of his dead 
predecessor; adding: “It was a life very healthy 
for this nation to see in its foremost citizen.” 

This is an eloquent sermon for Mr. Roosevelt 
or anybody else on the value of kindness, some- 
thing not enough preached about these days. At 
bottom kindness is the cure for most of the 
troubles of mankind. It is the essence of the 
golden rule and the commandment to love thy 
neighbor as thyself. : 

Given kindness in the larger as well as simpler 
relations of life, and we shall see an end to in- 
dustrial imposition, to undue advantage, to eco- 
nomic inequities, oppression, and grinding the 
poor. Why should not men’s acquisitiveness 
pause at cruelty, curbed by simple kindness of 
heart? 

The great crime of these times is the crime of 
unkindness; yet the promptings of men’s hearts, 
when they take time to consider, are greater than 
the law. It is thoughtlessness, heedlessness, 
which is more often unkind than deliberate in- 
tention or ruthless purpose; yet the cruelty is the 
same in effect and results, and the responsibility 
as profound. 

The Christian life drawn from divine example 
is but the life of kindness, and it should not 
be confined to kindness in small things, but ex- 
tended and ennobled to comprehend the larger 
affairs, the great dealings of men. 

For the charity which is greater than faith and 
hope is the true kindness which holds the real 
and ultimate salvation of men—a kindness in 
which there is not only fairness, but considera- 
tion, and justice as well as gentleness in all 
things. 
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It is a great concession on the part of Gen. 
Corbin to say that “peace is all right in its way.” 
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KILLING THE SIDETRACK REBATE. 

Business men in St. Louis and elsewhere appear 
to be unduly perturbed over the recent decision by 
the United States Court of Appeals relative to 
privately owned switches and sidetracks. 

The court holds that any payment made by the 
railroads to a shipper owning sidetracks or 
switches for the use of these spurs is in the na- 
ture of a rebate. Inferentially it will be necessary 
for the raflroads to purchase and operate the 
switches hereafter. 

It was found in the Santa Fe case some years 
ago that more than one shipper owning a short 
sidetrack bad placed his half mile or less of track 
in the hands of a railroad company having a 
high-sounding name, and, as this “company” 
originated the business, 
share of tne rate, which was, in fact, nothing but 
a rebate.

A Safe Substance for Matches—The Lusitania’s Automatic 3 Buoy—Steel From Ore Direct—Wind Pres-/ 


sure Experiments—Autos in Wilda Regions—Wireless Power Transmission. 


Non-Pisonoug Matches. 

Solid phosphine is a material containing phosphorus 
in a non-poisonous form, and has been brought for- 
ward by Purgotti, an Italian, as a safe substance for 
matches. It is a yellow flocculent Material, devoid 
of taste and odor, containing 12 molecules of phos- 
phorus to four of hydrogen. Gaseous phosphine is an 
impurity of crude acetylene, and the new form ts 
obtained by -electrically heating calcium Phosphate 
with carbon and decomposing the resulting cal- 
clum phosphide in an atmosphere of carbon di- 
oxide by dropping water on it. Three modifications 
of phosphine are produced, the solid remaining behind 
with the calcium hydroxide, and being separated by 
hydrochloric acid. The solid phosphine hag so little 
effect that dogs bear a dose of more than four 
grams daily without injuring their health, 


Self-Lighting Life Buoy. 

One feature of the big Lusitania which attracted 
crowds when she was open for inspection was the 
automatic life buoy which is fastened between decks 
on a slanting frame in such @ way that it can be re- 
leased by the pressure Of a button on the bridge. 

On each end of the four arms of a large cross- 
shaped framework is a copper ball. These balls are 
so weighted that when the buoy strikes.the water it 
will float upright. To the crossarms are fastened 
long brass cylinders. These cylinders are calcium car- 
bide lights so arranged that they flare up by contact 
with the water. 

Should a cry of “Man overboard!” be raised at 
night the officer on the bridge presses the button, the 
buoy hits the water, and the lights flare up. If 
the man overboard is 4 swimmer he can reach the 
buoy, to the arms of which loops are attached to aid 
‘him in keeping above water. 


Steel Direct from Iron Ore. 

In a dingy laboratory in the yard of a steel working 
company at Los Angeles, Cal., lies a 380-pound inget 
of pure steel. It is the most remarkable piece of 
steel in the world, for it never saw coke or coal; 
never went through a Bessemer converter or open- 
hearth process; in fact, its .production quite upset all 
the established methods of making the most-used 
metal of the present century, says a writer in the 
Technical World. Behind the ingot is the mysterious 
furnace in which it was made, and the story of the 
making of the ingot reads like a romance—a romance 
of iron and oil and lime and firebrick. 

All his life long John Potter has been connected 
with steel in some one of its many forms. Finally, 
when he came to Los Angeles, fresh from an Hastern 
blast furnace, he had so clear an idea of the new 
method that he succeeded in impressing its worth von 
three or four men, who furnished the money for mak- 
ing the experiments which have new proved success- 
ful. 

In the center of Potter’s furnace, when he Is 
ready to make a “run” of steel, he piles the crude 
iron ore and a mixture of lime and asphaltum, The 
proportions of this mixture are the whole secret, and 
it is guarded well, for no man but John Potter, he 
who discovered it, knows the formula, and he is not 
telling it, not even to the men who are backing him 


in the great game of millions.

tionize business methods, nor will any action at 
all be\imperative. The only practice interdicted is 
the payment by railroads for the use of privately 
owned sidings. 

It is obvious that money paid for such a pur- 
pose is exactly what the court says it is—a re- 
bate, for the sidings were not originally laid as 
a money-making enterprise, but solely as a con- 
venience to the shipper. If the railroads do not 
care to purchase them there is no good reason 
why their owners should not permit their use free 
of cost as they formerly did. 

The switch track or sidetrack rebate has been 
one of the most persistent and tricky of all the 
schemes for rate discrimination. No legitimate 
interest will suffer by the judicial prohibition 
which has been put upon such transactions. 
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Dr. Wiley of the Department of Agriculture is 
now to ascertain by. practical tests what effect 
the so-called soft drinks have upon the human 
constitution. The young men who lived for 
months on foods that had been treated with vari- 
ous acids as preservatives are all alive and well 
and it is barely possible that the squad which is 
to be regaled with pop, soda water and other 
fizzes will also-survive to tell the tale.

New Facts on Wind Pressure, 

Messrs. Stanton arid Bairstow have recently made 
some experiments at the National Physica) Labora- 
tory, London, which bring out a new and practically 
very valuable fact—namely, that pressure is not 
the same on large surfaces as on small experimenta! 
If, for example, a siven wing velocity is 
brought te bear on a square foot of surface it will be 
18 per cent less per square foot than if it were di- 
rected on 100 square feet of surface. It wag demon- 
strated, too, that this relation is constant for flat 
forms, however complicated. A builder or engineer 
who knows that a structure may be exposed to a 
wind of 80 miles per hour and’ that the Pressure per 
Square foot as determined by model is, say x pounds, 
Should allow for his larger construction of 20 per cent 
extra. The reason for this seems to be the more thor- 
oughly reduced pressure on the lee side of a larger 
area. 


Automobiles as Pioneers. 

It is a curious fact, says Machinery, that the auto- 
mobile is put to its best practical use, not in coun- 
tries of the highest development, but in corners of 
the world where one would hardly expect to meet 
with so recent an indication of the presence of civi- 
lized man. The writer g0es on to Say: 

“In Madagascar there has been regular freight and 
Passenger traffic over a route over 200 miles long, 
all since June, 193. The motor cars use two days 
to cover the distance mentioned. Even in Tunis has 
a long-distance motor car route been establishei, 
giving regular service over ag line 8 miles long. 
The use of motor cars for this purpoge is rather lim- 
ited in this country, although they have been em- 
ployed to some extent in the newly developed mining 
regions in the arid Southwest, where there is consider- 
able difficulty in the employment of animals, owing to 
the heat and the lack of water. One of these routes, 
that connecting the Bull Frog and Goldfield mining 
districts with the nearest railroad station, adopted a 
novel scheme for momopolizing the highway built 
for the purpose. Over the gullies, which had to be 
bridged, the cars are fun on stringers, with suitable 
guides to prevent them from running off. There is 
no flooring to these bridges, so that it is impossible 
for a horse-drawn vehicle to cross.” ‘ 


Transmits Power by Wireless. 


A young Lyons scientist asserts that he has discov- 
ered a means of transmitting electrical] energy with- 
out wires. 

Experiments are now proceeding in the grounds of 
the Chateau du Cret, belonging to a Lyons manu- 
facturer named Auguste Villy. A miniature car, 
running on rails, was recently propelled a distance 
of 200 yards by means of power from an electric 
transmitter. 

Details of the process are withheld for the present. 
Patents were taken out in August. A syndicate of 
bankers has been formed to work the invention.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. -

. FTER 13 years of woman suffrage in Colorado, 
7 A the position of Superintendent of Instruction 

is the only State office which has been con- 
ceded to woman, and that of County Superintendent 
the only elective one which has been filled by her 
to any large extent. During the first years of equal 
suffrage it was the custom to elect three women 
members to the Legislature from the county of 
Arapahoe (Denver), but this is no longer done. 
Neither of the last two legislatures have had any 
women members. In 1900 there were 29 women 
county superintendents elected, 505 school directors, 
and scattered throughout the State one woman rep- 
resentatives in the offices of County Clerk, County 
Treasurer and Assessor. At the present time there 
is only one county office, outside of that of County 
Superintendent, held by a woman; namely, the 
Treasurer of Gunnison County. Party politics are 
now directed almost entirely by the men. 

It will be at once apparent from these figures 
that the field conceded to woman as the best adapted 
to her qualifications is the educational one. Men 
make shrewder politicians, are more unscrupulous 
and more desirous of power. Mere partisan politics 
do not interest women, except the ward workers. But 
along those Jines which are an extension of the influ- 
ence previously exerted by her the franchise has 
offered to women a wider field, and a great many of 
thém have entered it unselfishly. The things of the 
home as these are affected by official action and leg- 
islation—those things that make for purity, decency 
and humanity—here woman has discovered a use for 
the suffrage with markedly beneficial results. Move- 
ments that are social in their nature rather than 
political, especially such as have to do with educa- 
tion, morality, civic beauty, charities and correc- 
tions, and, above all, everything relating to children, 
have appealed to women very strongly. 

There is no distinct ‘“‘woman vote” in the sense that 
there is in most cities an ‘Italian’ or a “Swede” 
vote. Most women vote as their husbands, because 
their interests are the same, but a small percentage 
votet independently, with no apparent friction in 
their home. 

Very often families go to the polls together, the 
different parties taking them to and from the polls 
in carriages, In the residence section the polling 
place is nearly always a private house. There is 
not the least disorder; no discourtesy or offense of 
any kind. To most women it is no more trying an 
ordeal to vote than,it is to go to the grocery store 
and order the day’s provisions. Women sit beside 
men as judges, and more often as clerks, of elec- 
tion.

RAVELING over the Pampas on a cross-country 
a horseback trip I stopped one night with the 

Italian majordomo of an estancia whose Ital- 
ian owner had been in Argentina but seven years. 
For dinner we had some Omaha canned beef and Co- 
lumbia River salmon, re-cooked on a stove made in 
Michigan, and California preserved fruit, all served 
on some American enamel ware. I slept that night 
on an American patent folding bed, and the next 
morning had some American ‘“‘health’’ food and some 
Chicago bacon for breakfast. In the leading store 
of an Italian colony which I passed through on this 
trip I found American scales and cagh registers in 
use, and all the correspondence carried on with 
American typewriters. Moreover, its stock of gen- 
eral merchandise, which was being sold to none but 
Italians, was a trifie over haif made up of American 
goods. In this connection I may state that the aver- 
age of our goods to be found in the run of South 
American stores of this character is from 2 to 4 per 
cent. In Italian, French, Russian and Boer colonies 
I found our agricultural machinery practically in ex- 
clusive use. This is principally because its first cost 
is rather less than that of English machinery of sim- 
ilar type, while the fact that it does its work faster 
with less men to handle it is a strong argument on 
the ground of economy, 

In Chile both in city and country, the Germans 
are thoroughly familiar with, and use a large quanti- 
ty of American goods. I took particular pleasure in 
calling the attention of the manager of the leading 
German importing house of Vladiva to the fact that 
his swivel chair, his desk, his set of filing cabinets, 
his copying press, his safe, his adding machine and 
his typewriter, as well as a number of other things 
I could see without leaving my chair in his office, did 
not bear the regulation ‘‘Made in Germany” legend. 
He laughed a little constrainedly as he replied that 
“You Yankees have specialized on these things and 
we can’t hope to compete with you; our field lies in 
other directions.”

KE MAKE a great mistake, I think, in at- 
W tributing to irreligion the breaking away 
from church life of large numbers of intelli- 
gent and pure-minded persons. Whatever proportion 
of. this is due to lax morality or to the love of 
pleasure, there is also much that arises from a 
vague sense of unreality in the position and claims 
of the ministry. People have studied the psychology 
of religious experience; they have looked out more 
broadly upon the world; they have pondered the 
phenomena of spiritual life appearing outside of 
Christian boundaries; they have sought and found 
communion with God immediately by sacredotal per- 
missions and authorities; and their lives have, 
in consequence, grown away from a ministry 
hedged about with unnecessary survivals of unveri- 
fied theory. There is nothing new in this. It is as 
old as mysticism. It is merely more general today 
than ever before. True mysticism, which rests on 
belief in immediacy of access to God, has found a 
powerful ally in true Psychology.

S a force, worry is purely negative and there.’ 
A fore destructive; it never incites; it always 
discourages, because back of it is fear—fear, 
not of something in view, but of the terrifying un- 
seen. It is the nightmare of day, cruelly absorptive 
of mental and physical energies and, of all diseases, 
the most nerve-lacerating. Such a force obviously 
cannot help, but must necessarily hinder, the remoy- 
al of obstacles, since itself hag already sapped the 
very qualities essential to success and broken the 
power of resolution. 

Moreover, constant brooding often brings to pass 
the very thing dreaded, which otherwise would not 
have happened. We all have noted instances of the 
making up of a story from nothing, and its telling and 
retelling so many times that ultimately the author 
himself honestly believes it to be true. So with -wor- 
ry, beginning with doubt and mere imaginings, pro- 
ceeding by steady stages through more definite appre. 
hension to settled expectation, and finally culminating 
in actual realization. Even though this conclusion 
be not reached, it often happens that a mere fancy 
feeds and feeds and grows and grows, until the con- 
tinuous thought becomes so dominant that the effect 
of the dread becomes as harmful as that of the un- 
fulfilled reality would have been. 

Yet more serious is the deprivation of aid from 
others brought about by the transference of impres- 
sion. In these days of co-operation, none except 
possibly our Chief Magistrate is capable of really, 
great accomplishment single-handed; each is depend- 
ent consciously upon his fellows. It is essential, 
therefore, to maintain the effectiveness of the helpful 
forces which must be drawn upon from that source. 
Instead of doing this, as some suppose, by creating 
sympathy, worry exercises a directly contrary influ- 
ence by self-communication to other minds.

He felt it 
the duty of a host to offer it to his 
guests, and he never failed in that duty, 
at least at his official dinners.

Although he 
never made a public announcement of 
his position, he took the ground that 
Methodist discipline rules affected him 
merely as an individual, not as Presi- 
dent of the United States, who, as such, 
would have to entertain persons who 
would regard it as a slight, if not an af- 
front, to depart from the rule of good 
society that drink shall be offered to 
guests. McKinley held that the offense 
aaginst hospitality would be in not per- 
mitting the guest to decide whether he 
should or should not drink. 

As the question of indulgence or a. | 
stinence was not discussed in the South 
until long after the Civil War, the ques- 
tion of Mquor in the White House had 
no place among topics for discussion un 
til after the end of the South’s control 
of the Federal Government. In the 
“good old days’ every President had a 
supply of liquor at his elbow wherewith 
to pledge the health of a guest, and in 1 he 
many cases, of even the casual caller. 

Bachanan’s Famous Wink. 

Jolly old “Jimmy” Buchanan, although 
always arrayed like a preacher, had a 
wink which was an invitation to have 
a drink from his black bottle. Old- 
timers say he had a barrel of whisky 
which was made during the times of 
the whisby rebellion. The guest, after 
being told about the age of the liquor, 
was invited to help himself, and Bu- 
chanan always turned his back when- 
ever he had as a drinking companion a 
man he knew as a lover of four or five 
fingers. 

Andrew Johnson also had his black 
bottle, and there is no question that, at 
times, he drank freely. There is noth- 
ing that shows that Johnson got as 
drunk as his enemies said he did. Men 
who worked around the White House 
while he was in office say the report is 
absolutely false that when pleas in be- 
half of Mrs. Murratt were made he was 
too drunk to hear the petitioners. 

Chester A. Arthur is the only man 
ever in the White House who turned 
night into day and knew when things 
pertaining to dress and dining were well 
done or otherwise. Of the presidents 
within the memory of living men, he is 
the only one that knew good wine from 
that which passes as all right with the 
average man. In his time the art of eat- 
ing amd drinking received much atten: 
tion at the White House and the regu- 
lar staff of cooks there frequently found 
itself set aside for a chef from Cham- 
berlain’s or some other restaurant where 
good cooking was the rule, not the ex- 
ception. 

He indeed was an outsider who went 
to the White House with a matter of 
business and did not receive an invita- 
tion to drink. That was the least Pres- 
ident Arthur would do for a man whom 
he liked or the man whose good opin- 
ion the President thought it necessary to 
cultivate. Arthur was the polished man 
of the world. 

Jackson Always Toasted Women. 

Andrew Jackson, according to Mrs.

If he decides he cannot afford to in- 
terpose a veto he will have to say 
whether he shall disobey it and fur- 
nish wine to guests at the White House. 
There is no power on earth that can 

~ compel the President to observe any 
law. : 

As all writs in the District of Colum- 
bia run in his name, it is obvious that 
he would not arrest himself for disre- 
garding a law. That he had disregard- 
ed it would be notice to all peace offi- 
cers that he had decided not to enforce 
it against himself. 

The President is not subject to arrest, 
60 all criminals, so far as he is con- 
cerned, are a nullity, if he so wills it. 
The House of Representatives alone 
could call him to account for a disre- 
gard of any of them. Even if he were 
impeached, he could not be made amen- 
able to the penalties prescribed in the 
Violated statute because he couid par- 

on himself before the impeachment

would be legal.

The medal is attached to the 
crown of Belgium, which in turn is sus- 
pended from a ribbon of the tri-color of 


Belgium. 


DIPLOMA OF BEAUTIFUL DESIGN. 


The diploma setting forth the fact that 
“Blue Ribbon” beer was awarded the 
grand prix at the Antwerp exposition is 
a beautifully designed document bearing 
four idealistic figures. The entire word- 
ing is in the French language, the court 
language of Belgium. The body of the 
diploma sets forth that the “diplome de 
grand prix” has been awarded to the 
Pabst Brewing company of Milwaukee. 
The array of official signatures is the 
chief feature.of the document. The di- 
ploma is signed by the president of the 
jury which awarded the honors, by the 
lord mayor of the city of Antwerp, hon- 
orary member; the administrator general, 
and president of the committee of com- 
mercial patronage.

The background of the middle portion 
of the diploma sets forth in dim outline 
a view from the harbor of the port of 
Antwerp, showing the great shipping in- 
terests and in the extreme background the 
famous cathedral of Antwerp with its 
high steeple. 

With the rising interest, much greater 
in European countries than in the United 
States, in pure foods and the general sub- 
ject of hygiene, the International Hygien- 
ic and Pure Food exposition has assumed 
an important place. To-day its exhibits 
are the Mecca for thousands of manufac-

turers, scientists, legislators and workers 
for the public good from every corner of 
the world. The awards of the juries are 
made with such unmistakable impartial- 
ity and are so decidedly announced for or 
against certain food products that the 
knowledge gained from a visit to the ex- 
position serves as absolute protection 
against fraud. 

The exposition is held annually at dif. 
ferent citles decided upon by the board of 
commissioners. fn 1906 it was held in 
Paris, this year in Antw erp and next year 
it will be held in another city of the con- 
tinent or in Great Britain. Crowned heads 
of Europe unite in aiding its welfare, and 
every civilized country each year sends iis 
most noted scientists to participate in the 
gathering together of experts from all 
parts of the world. In Europe the exposi- 
tion is annually given the greatest pub- 
licity throughout the different centers of 
population, it being the wnderstood ob- 
ject to apprise the people of what is good 
and what is not good for their general 
welfare. The expositions of 1906 and 1907 
were attended by thousands of tourists 
from America, the recent rise of public 
interest in the subject of pure foods en 
couraging investigation in the products 
of the world brought together in ene vast 
exhibit. 

The department of brewing at the Ant 
werp exposition was one of tie ciffef fea- 
tures. The fact that the first beer was 
brewed in what is now the kingdom of 
belgium added to the interest in the ex- 
hibit and inspired wonderful showmgs 
from the different interests of the wor!d. 
All the great breweries of Germany 
America, England and other countries 
made efforts to excel in their extubits.

awards interest was at fever heat. 

The tests of the hundreds of samples 
cf bottled beers were most severe. The 
jury which made the exhaustive tests of 
the brewery products was made up of 
scientists, university professors and 
chemists of note appointed by the Bel- 
gium minister of education. 


SUBJECTED TO HEAT AND COLD. 

The jury’s task was a severe one, the 
tests of each beer extending over a con- 
siderable time.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—The ‘“un- 
whipped mob” remains unwhipped,

Whites Are Victima. 

Unlike other plagues in San Francisco, 
Chinese are not the ,ictims, which is 
unquestionably due to the scarcity of 
Chinese.

The thousands of wooden shacks 
that were hammered up immediately 
after the fire soon became the nests of 
the rats that the fire had driven to the 
wharves and aboard the shipping in the 
harbor. 

Rats Race to Shelter. 

These fodents have proved peculiarly 
susceptible to the plague, and immedi- 
ately they are, stricken they race away 
to a new shelter... The germ is trans- 
mitted by them to fleas, from which 
no boundary of the Golden Gate is free. 
Those who are bitten by these fleas 
immediately succumb to the plague. 

The mildness with which the situation 
is accepted ig rather a heroic commen- 
tary on the long-suffering patience _of 
the people of San Francisco. 

It is very likely that In almost any 
other community the people would be 
stirred tremendously. But not so here. 

In the clubs and business centers you 
will hear the rather casual inquiry ad- 
dressed to one familiar with the plague 
situation: “Well, are there any more 
cases?’ 

Learning that there are three or four 


new cases, the questioner shrugs his 
shoulders and dismisses the matter from 
his mind with, “It is not gaining then.’’

Preliminary surveys of the route were 
commenced “in 1871 by the Federal au- 
thorities, but it was difficult to arouse 
interest in the improvement, and Con- 
gress did not authorize an appropriation 
until 1890. Work was commenced in 1892 
and. has been carried forward as rapidly 
as appropriations were made. The total 
cost of construction is estimated at $7,- 
500,000, all of which was eventually au- 
thorized. 

With the acceptance by the Federal] 
Government of either the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal or the Chicago sanitary 
channel, and the improvement of the 
Iilinois River from La Salle to Henne- 
pin, a national waterway of at least six 
feet would be furnished from Lake 
Michigan to St. Paul and of a seven- 
foot depth from Lake Michigan to the 
Gulf of Mexico. , 

Engineers Give Final Instructions. 


The formal opening of the Hennepin 
Canal will take place next month. A 
force of engineers under the direction 
of i. L. Wheeler, who has had com- 
plete charge of the work, have gone 
over the line and directed the workmen 
concerning the steps necessary to make 
the feeder ready for the opening of the 
guard locks and the turning of the 
water of thé Rock River into the chan- 
nel that will enter the Mississippi at 
Rock Island. 

The land through which the main line 
of the canal passes is in the heart of 
the garden spot of Illinois and it paral- 
lels the Chicago, Rock island & Pacific 
Railroad through its entire course. 
While the matin line of the canal be- 
tween Hennepin and Keck Island was 
sufficient to furnish many problems for 
the engineers, it does not compare with 
the feeder extending south from Sterl- 
ing to Sheffield. Tris feeder, although 
less than thirty miles in length, has re- 
quired 10 years to complete. 


Drains Much Swamp Land. 


In places, the feeder passes through 
land which has for years been covered 


thing except hunting grounds. Its ex- 
cavation has converted thousands of 
scres of this swamp land Into the rich- 
est corn field of Illinois by furnishing 
drainage. - 
The feeder crossed many public high- 
ways and wherever it blocked such a 
pastage the farmers of the vicinity de- 
manded bridges. These struictures in 
all cases are composed of steel, and as 
in some instances, there are three to a 
mile, they alone cost an immense sum. 
To construct some of these bridges it 
was necessary to build long approaches, 
some of half-mile length. It was neces- 
sary to attain sufficient height to per- 
mit vessels to pass. 


Goes Over a River. 


The greatest problem was Green River, 
which has its source in Bureau County 
and flows west to Colone, where it 
empties into the Rock River. The canal 
crossed the Green River, and there 
was considerable speculation concerning 
the handling of the puzzle. The river 
could not be dammed, neither could it 
be diverted. It was finally decided to 
adopt the unique but perfectly feasible 
idea of constricting three huge pipes, 
surrounded with thousands of “ons of 
concrete, and placed below the bed of 
the canal. Through these pipes the 
water of the Green River was forced to 
flow. The plan is working to the com- 
plete satisfaction of the engineers. 


Taming the Reck River. 


The Rock River at Sterling furnished 
another problem. After much opposi- 
tion upon the vart of persons who} 
thought that they might be damaged, | 
it was decided to construct a dam east | 
of the city near the mouth of the river. | 
This dam has been completed and short- 
ly the flow from Sterling west will be 
reduced, the wuter instead flowing into 
the feeder. The dam is a massive af- 
fair, extending 1806 feét from shore to 
shore. It is composed of 18 piers, %4 
feet in length and 6 in width. Between 
these are hung massive steel gates 
which can be raised or lowered at any 
time it is desired to divert the water.

“I have received a number of com- 
pleints and have testimony tending to 
show. the existence of .a combination 
among wholesale lumber’ dealers and 
‘among insurance companies, fn violation 
of the anti-trust laws of the State,”’ 

said Attorney-General Hadley tonight. 
nich Companies’ Metheds Point at Issue. 

“It has, however, seemed advisable 
that these complaints and this testimony 
should be sifted by preliminary examina-

tion in order that it might be definitely} — 


determined whether the facts would 
justify a prosecution. The companies 
charged wil] thus have an opportunity 
to make a‘ full and frank disclosure of 
methods in which their business is con- 
ducted, and if they are not violating the 
anti-trust laws of the State they will, 
of course, gladiy avail themselves of 
such an opportunity. 

“Tn this way persons who have know!- 
edge of the workings of these combina- 
tions will also be furnished an oppor- 
tunity to produce their evidence and 
aid in the prosecution.’’

HOTEL KEEPER SHOOTS 


After Demanding Payment 
He Says He Thought Other 
Reached for Revolver. 


A quarrel over a trunk key held as 
security for a 25-cent hotel bill cost the 
life of Garrell Burroughs, bartender in 
the saloon of Louis Fischer at Broad- 
way and Wash street, last night. 

As he stood behind the bar he was 
shot and almost instantly killed by 
-rank Meyers, proprietor of the West- 
ern House, 1083 North Third street. The 
bullet entered under his left shoulder 
and penetrated the left lung. He died 
while he was being placed in an am- 
bulance. 

Meyers was arrested at his hotel nalf 
an hour later as he was preparing to 
leave town. 

The revolver with which he shot Bur- 
roughs was found under an alley stair- 
way in the rear of the hotel. 

Quarrel Which Ended in Death. 

Burroughs came to’ St. Louis from 
Cottonwood Falls, Kan., six months 
ago and went to live at the Western 
House. A month ago his brother, Guy 
Burroughs,came here from the Kansas 
town and Garrell paid Guy’s board 
there. Guy returned to his home a week 
ago, leaving his trunk at the hotel. 

A few days later he wrote to Garrell 
telling him that Meyers had the key 
to the trunk. 

Later Garrell Burroughs took Clyde 
Speer, a fellow bartender, to the hotel 
and ‘‘stood good@’’ for his room rent for 
one night. The bill amounted to 2 
cents. 

Yesterday Garrell Burroughs moved 
from the hotel, neglecting to pay for 
his friend’s lodging. 

Last night eyers went to 
ioon where Burroighs worked 
asked for the 26 cents._ 

“T’ll pay you if you give me the key 
to my brother’s trunk,’ . said Bur- 
roughs. 

Thought to Take no Chances. 

There was a quarrel in which 
men used strong language. 

At the Carr Street Station Meyers 
said that Burroughs steoped behind the 
bar and that he thought he menat to 
get his revolver.

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MEETING IS ADJOURNED 
Néxt in Chicago, Resolution 
Committee Is for 34- 
Foot Channel. 





MEMPHIS, TENN., Oct. 5—After se- 
lecting Chicago for the meeting place 
next year and calling upon Congress to 
authorize a 14-foot channel from the 
Gulf to the Great Lakes, the second an- 
rual convention of the Lake-to-the-Gulf 
Waterways Association adjourned sine 
die today. This meeing in the interest 
of the waterways was probably the 
most important ever held in the South. 
Speeches were delivered by men. who 
have made a study of the Nation’s 
needs of rivers and harbors and in every 
instance a deep water channel was ad- 
vocated. 

The most notable speech was delivered 
by President Roosevelt yesterday, in 
which he said that the 14-foot channel] 
is a necessity and that the great ques- 
tion for the future will be how to se- 
cure it. 

Many Prominent Speakers, 

The address of Representative Theo- 
}dore Burton of Ohio, chairman of the 
House Rivers and Harbor Committee: 
Representative Joseph E. Ramsdell of 
Louisiana, a member of the same com- 
mittee; United Statgs Senator Newlands 
'a member of the Inland Waterways As- 
sociation, and of Gov. Folk of Missouri, 
were carefully listened to by large audi- 
ences. 

The report of the resolutions commit- 
tee was adopted just before adjournment 
tonight The report declared that it is 
esSential that definite and immediate 
action to deepen the proposed water- 
ways from the Lakes to the Gulf to a 
depth of 14 feet through the route al- 
ready selected by the Army engineers 
with all possible speed. 

Gov. Folk’s Speech, 
Folk, who addressed 
this afternoon, began 

discussion of the 
sity of development of the  nat- 
ural waterways of the country, 
comparing existing conditions to 
the conditions of river traffic prior 
to the advent of steam railroads. He 
told of the vast resources of the Mis- 
souri and the Central West, and ex- 
pressed the belief that the time will 
soon come when the Government will 

“spend more money on highways and 
waterways instead of exhausting the 
people’s money on bayonets and bat- 
tleships.’’ 

“The inventions that have revotution- 
ized the world in recent years,” said 
Gov. Folk, “are those that have 
brought the remotest parts of the earth 
into touch through the sure and rapid 
transportation of persons and commodi- 
ties. With the introduction of these im- 
rFrovements the old methods of com- 
munication and transportation were neg- 
lected and almost forgotten. We are 
now beginning to realize the mistake 
we made in abandoning the highways 
and waterways with the advent of the 
steam railroad. 

‘“‘Missouri is now preparing to con- 
struct two great highways from 8t. 
Louis to Kansas City, and if there were 
no navigable waterway between these 
two points, so great are the necessities 
of commerce the project of building a 
canal would be seriously considered. 
ut nature has already provided a mag- 
nifigent waterway, which needs only to 
be properly improved to become one of 
the great arteries of commerce of the 
nation. 

Greatness of Missouri. 

Missouri is entering upon a new era of 
development. Every part of the State is 
increasing in population and in wealth. 
She contains within her borders the 
most fertile country in the world. One- 
tenth of the wheat and one-twelfth of 
the corn of the entire globe are grown 
sn Missouri. In horticulture as well as 
igriculture she leads the other states. 
The poultry products of Missouri equal 
in value each year the total output of 
all the silver mines in Colorado.

LONDON, Oct. 56.—That the British 
army has made practical progress-in the 
solution of the problem of aerial naviga- 
tion was shown to the satisfaction of 
Londoners when the dirigible war bal- 
loon, which has been given several! trials 
at Aldershot camp, sailed from Fair- 
borough, 35 miles southwest of here, to 
London, and, after maneuvering over the 
city, started back to Aldershot. 

The balloon crossed the Thames at 
Blackfriars Brige, and, making a sharp 
turn, proceeded over Fleet street and 
the Strand,’ making a complete circle 
over the latter thoroughfare, watched 
by thousands of people. 

Traveled 15 Miles an Hour. 

The baloon then went around Trafal- 
gar Square, over the War Office and 
past Westminster Abbey and the houses 
of Parliament, traveling at the rate of 
about fifteen miles an hour and being 
under complete control. 

The balloon is sausage-Shaped, about 
one hundred feet long by thirty feet in 
diameter and has a lifting capacity of 
about one ton, which, after deducting 
the weight of the car, engines and other 
apparatus, permits carrying a crew of 
three men. The car of the balloon, 
which is shaped like a boat, is con- 
structed of alumnium and canvas. The 
engines are so built that the exhaust 
vapor is turned into gas and is carried 
up into the balloon above by means of 
a tube. The capacity of the balloon is 
75,000 cubic feet. The petroleum for the 
motors is carried in two torpedo-like 
cylinders above the car. 

The envelope of the balloon is of 
parchment-like material, similar to 
gold-beater’s skin, and is built up of 
thousands upon thousands of pieces, a 
few inches square, joined together by 
a secret process. . 

There is a large sail at the stern of 
the car, stretched on a wooden frame 
fully twelve feet square, which is used 
as a rudder. From the center of the car 
on either side project a pair of wings 
at right angles to the balloon, which 
make it appear like an aeroplane and 
other wing arrangements are attached 
to the rigging between the car and the 
balloon.

WILLIAMSBURG, Va., Oct. <i 
the Bishop of London preaching a ser- 
mon in Bruton Parish Church, the old- 
est church in point of continuous use of 
the Anglican communion in the United 
States, the services here today attend- 
ing the presentation and acceptance of 
a lectern from President Roosevelt, and 
a Bible from King Edward, were of pe- 
culiar historical interest. 

It was by far the most inspiring of 
the ceremonies in connection with the 
triennial convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States, 
which is in session in Richmond. The 
convention sent to the services a depu- 
tation consisting of one clergyman and 
one layman from each of the thirteen 
original States, together with the rep- 
resentatives of the diocese of Southern 
Virginia. In the afternoon a_ special 
train brought practically the _ entire 
membership of the convention, the di- 
vision having been made necessary by 
the limited capacity of the church. 

Many Greet Bishop of London. 

A: large crowd had gathered at the 
railway station to meet the Bishop of 
London and other distinguished visitors 
and they were given a great ovation 
upon their arrival. Shortly before 11 
o’clock the party proceeded directly to 
the church and the services were be-' 
gun at once, as the time was limited in 
view of the full program for the day. 

After prayers the lectern was  pre- 
sented by Bishop Satterlee of the dio- 
cese of Washington, speaking for the 
President of the United States, and was 
received by Bishop Randolph, of the 
diocese of Southern Virginia. The Bible 
was presented by the Bishop of Lon- 
don, who conveyed a message to the 
American Church from King Edward. 
It was received by Presiding Bishop 
Tuttle. While the services were being 
held within the church an _ overflow 
meeting was in progress in the parish 
church yard, which the Bishop of Lon- 
don addressed upon the conclusion of his 
speech within the church. 


Many Bishops There. 
The Bishop of Albany, the Bishop of 


Virginia, the Bishop and Bishop Coad- 
jutor of Southern Virginia, and Rev. 
Dr. W. R. Huntington of Grace Church, 
New York, also took part in the presen- 
tation services. 

At the afternoon seryices, attended by

Mem Are Very Unlike. 

Why the Emperor should be so at-

It probably is because the 
Prince its unaffected,. unawed by the 
position of the Emperor and speaks to 
him as one friend would to another. 

The Emperor calls the Prince by the 
familiar “thou” and, what is less com- 
mon, the Eniperor is addressed by the 
Prince with the same intimate pro- 
noun. 

Furstenberg is not a man of attrac- 
tive gifts. He is not ski..ed in gol- 
diering and has only attained the rank 
of major, Nor does he care a jot 
for naval affairs. His ideas on art, 
the drama, on architecture are of the 
haziest, and as for religion, he never 
preached a sermon in his life and has 
no particular taste - for listening to 
them. His views on politics are un- 


known. Hei,has never run’ his héad 
against the S6cial Democrats, has never 
identified himself with the Conserva- 
tives. or the National Liberals. Even 
if he wanted office, which he probably 
does not, the Emperor could not place 
him. 

Furstenberg’s home at Donauesching 
is one of the most magnificent in Ger- 
many. In the mountains of the Schloss 
rises the little stream that ultimately 
becomes the Donau. It is surrounded 
by stately forests, abounding in _ aj!) 
sorts of game. The Emperor's bag thera 
occasionally presents the most extraor- 
dinary varieties of victims of his rifle. 


Wife and Beer Notable. 

The Princess—an Austrian of the an- 
cient line of Schoenbern-Bucheim—ig a 
clever, interesting chatelaine who does 
the honors of Doauesching in fitting 
style. 

Perhaps the Prince's greatest hobby 
is the brewery at Donauesching. To 
this he attends as if his livelihood de- 
pended upon it. He is an expert brewer, 
understanding every branch of the busi- 
ness. He brews excellent beer, and on 
their long rides in the forest he and the 
Emperor are always accompanied by a 
keg or two of the excellent stuff. It js 
the only beer drunk at the royal tables 
at Potsdam and Furstenberg is keen 
enough to take advantage of this pref- 
erence to advertise his beer as the Em- 
peror’s favorite brew. 

The Crown Prince is growing popular. 
Some excellent stories are being told 
of his pleasant ways with those who 
come in contact with him. 

At his place in Silesia recently he pro- 
duced from almost every pocket appar- 
ently inexhaustible supplies of chocolate, 
which he divided among the village chil- 
dren. 

The other day the Crown Prince 
mounted early and left the castle for 
the parade of the Guards ordered by 
the Emperor outside of Berlin. Beyond

Five European Monarchs Are Older 
and Five Have Served Longer 
Than He. ia, 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—Remarking that 
‘threatened men live long,’’ M. A. P. 
notes that Abdul Hamid, the Sultan of 
Turkey, celebrated his sixty-fifth birth- 
day this week, after having success- 
fully evaded the efforts of both friends 
and enemies to make his lot uncomforta- 
ble during the last 30 years. 

In the number of his years and the 
length of his reign, the Sultan of Turkey 
ranks high among the rulers of Europe. 
In point of age, five monarchs are be- 
fore him. King Oscar of Sweden is 
13 years older, the Emperor of Austria 
can give him 12 years, King Leopold of 
Belgium seven, While King Charles of 
Roumania and Prince Nicholas of Mon- 
tenegro are respectively three years 
and one year older than the Sultan. 

Five kings of Europe and four Asi- 
atic potentates have a longer record on 
the throne. The Emperor Francis Jos- 
eph has now reigned 59 years, King 
George of Greece 44 years, Prince Nich- 
Olas of Montenegro 47, King Leopold 42 
and King Oscar of Sweden (over that 
part of his domain which remains to 
him) 36. 

In Asia, the Mikado of Japan has had 
4) years of rule, the Emperor of China 32 
and the King of Siam and the Rajah 
of Sarawak each 3.

DOE 1S DYING 
GRIEF FOR FAWNS 


Carondelet Park Keeper Puzzled. by 
IlIness of Old Deexe Who Is © 
Bereaved. 








Three of the herd of deer in Caronde- 
let Park are dead, and the old doe, 
their mother, is sick unto death, efther 
from the disease that killed them or 
from grief over the loss of her two 
youngest fawns. 

One deer—the oidest of the three—died 
Thursday, another followed Friday, and 
the last, his pretty black twin brother, 
succumbed yesterday morning. The twin 
fawns were born in the park Iaet 
spring and had just been weaned. When 
the second of the pair died their mother 
began to droop, and Park Commissioner 
Scanlan sent u veterinary surgeon to try 
to save. her. 

The .veterinary administered medicine, 
but the old doe seemed to improve Very 
little. Mr. Scanlan fears that she, tov, 
will be dead before tomorrow. 

Disease’s Cause Puzzling. 

Thomas Dwyer, the keeper, and the 
veterinary are unable to tell the cause 
of the diseasé—intestinal inflammation— 
which has afflicted them. It was sug- 
gested that the fumes from the Edgar 
Zinc Works might have been a factor, 
but Park Commissioner Scanlan and 
Keeper Dwyer discredit that theory. 
They say that twe of the older deer 
have been in the park for six years 
without suffering any injury from the 
fumes. 

With the death of the three fawns the 
herd is reduced from nine to six. All 
but two were born in the park, having 
descended from a buck and a doe pur- 
chased by the cit~ about seven years 
ago. The youngest were three sets of 
twins. 

Children of Carondelet will miss the 
youngest fawns, which all last summer 
were a source of constant delight to 
thousands of little visitors. Park Com- 
missioner Scanlan says there are not 
now available any funds with which to 
replace the dead deer. In any case there 
is no likelihood of procuring any fawns, 
which ithe children like best of all. 
‘The Street Department removed the 
Carcasses of the deer to ‘a rendering 
plant. None of them had antlers, 80 
that many requests for a crest received 
from city employes and others who 
learned of the death of the deer could 
not be met by Mr. Scarfilan.

The primary law is causing consider- 


able worry to the politicians of St. Louis | 
County, especially that part of the , 
law which relates to the choosing of. 
party committees. | 

Under the old law, St. Louis County | 
has a eueemnittecetion in each of its 36 | 
precincts. The county being overwhelm- 
ingly Republican the Republican County 
Committee, under the guidance of its 
chairman, Fred Essen, has for years 
had control of the elections in the 
county.’ 

It has always elected its candidates 
for all offices by majorities in the neigh- 
borhood of 4000. This, however, dropped 
to 1632 in the case of Rowland Johnston, 
candidate for prosecuting attorney, at 
the election last fall. . 

Committee Is Reduced. 

The law provides for but one com- 
mitteeman from eath township, which 
makes five for the entire county. The 
law provides for the election of ward 
committeemen in the incorporated towns 
and it is the opinion of some who have 
studied the question that these ward 
committeemen will be members of the 
county committee, while others believe 
they constitute only a sub-comniittee on 
matters relating to their own town. 

It is in the organization of this new 
county committee that Republicans op- 
posed to the so-called ‘“‘county ring’”’ will 
make an effort to bring about a com- 
plete change in the management of po- 
litical affairs in the county. While it 
is nearly a year before the time for 
electing the committee, discussion of the 
subject has alreddy become general in 
the county. 

Easen Not Out Yet. 
Central Township, where Clayton 
is located, and which is expected to fur- 
nish the chairman of the committee, 
there have been a number of possible 
eandidates mentioned.

‘Action of Money Market 


Points to Stringency in the 
Immediate Future. 





NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—The Evening 
. Post in its weekly review of the mar- 


kets says: 


A decrease of $2,998,000 in surplus bank 
reserves, reported by today’s statement, 
brings the margin over the 25 per cent 
requirement very low. The $2,600,000 
surplus, left after this decrease, is the 
smallest reached at the opening of Oc- 
tober in any but two of the past 18 
years. As was the case with last 
Saturday's statement, the two excep- 
tions on the record—192 and 1899-were 
years of autumn deficits in reserves. 


Comparisons with the present date in 
the past two years is not to the ad- 


/ vantage of 1907. 


When one turns to discussion of the 
explicit cause for the week’s poor 
showing, the statement is not enlight- 
ening. Yesterday it was felt that in- 
crease in loans, on top of the esti- 
mated $4,300,000 loss in cash, might cut 
the eurplus heavily. Such increase in 
loans would not have been surprising, 
after the week’s operations in connec- 
tion with outside loans and the quar- 
ter-day settlements, but as a matter 
of fact, the loans decrease by the sur- 
prising amount of $11,200,000. This is 
gratifying, but mysterious, and it is 
not cleared up by the figures of cash 
reserve, which report a loss of $7,600,- 
000, as against the $4,300,000 anticipated. 
It may, in brief, be said that, while 
the bank position, as a result of the 
movements of the weck, is about what 
Wall Street had predicted, the result 
is attained in exactly the way which 


‘nobody expected. 


The facts of importance are that the 
position is really weak, and that the 


action of the money market is suffi- 
clentliy explained. We certainly can- 
not look for easy money while the 
margin of reserve is small as it is to- 
day. The question of the immediate 
future, then, appears to be whether 
the rest of October will continue‘ or 
increase the past week's withdrawals 
of currency by the West, and if it 
does, whether or not we shall draw 
eapital in quantity from Europe. The

Pounds a Year. 

The petitioners have an aggregate 
capital of $5,000,000. They produce annu- 
ally 60,000,000 pounds of butter of at ag- 
sregate value of $14,000,000, the net profit 
On which is asserted to be less than 
one-half a cent a pound. The complain- 
ants allege that under the present rates 
for transportation for cream they pay 
the defendant lines more than $600,000 
year in freight and express charges. 


It is alleged further that the defends | 
ants jointly announced they would in- 
crease their charges for the trans- 
portation of cream after September 1, 
197, from*an average of one cent a 
pound of the butter produced to an av- 
erage of 1 2-3 cents a pound, or from 
3% cents per 10-gallon can to 60 cents 
per 10-gallon can of cream.

Taylor Kicks Over Traces. 

Carmack and Taylor were friends 
years ago when one was Governor and 
the other a. member of Congress from 
the Memphis district. They remained 
friends until in 1900 when Carmack be- 
came a candidate for the United States 
Senate, the position Taylor had sought 
for 10 years. Carmack. along with oth- 
er. Democratic ieaders, had persuaded 


that he was needed as Governor by the 
State and his party could not spare him 
for the national field. Taylor did not 
enjoy this, but agreed to remain as 
Governor and take other “necessary” 
parts in politics and wait for his re- 
ward—the seat in the United States Sen- 
ate. As Gov. Taylor terms it, this 
game was played for several! vears and 
then he openly announced his candi- 
dacy for thé Senate, no matter who 
the opponent should be. His oppor- 
tunity came when Senator William B. 
Bate died in the winter of 1905. ‘The

Cox Speaker of the Senate. Taylor, 
Benton McMillin and Gov. Frazier were 
candidates to succeed Gen. Bate. With 
the aid of the political machine Gov. 
Frazier carried off the plum. 

Taylor was angry. -He thought Sen- 
ator Carmack should have aided him 
and that other Democrats of power 
owed him allegiance. So when Senator 
Carmack’s term was about to expire, 
Taylor took his case to the highest 
court, where he has never failed to win. 
By a splendid majority the people re- 
tired Carmack from the Senate and 
nominated Taylor.

The mummy of the youth was actually 
found in the Queaean’s coffin by Mr. 
Davis. with the royal vulture-diadem of 
gold intended for only a queen, about 
its head. 
It is thought probable the substitu- 


‘tion was made when the coffin of the 


Queen was removed from Tell-el-Amar- 
na to Thebes by an orthodox King. Mr. 
Davis has found the coffin. and has 
proof of some strange traffic in the 
dead. 

Policeman Always on Guard, 

In the valley of the tombs of the kings 
preserves the relics of those mysterious 
of Thebes, where the dry air and soil 
ages, Mr. Davis’ discovery has begn one 
of the sensations of the year. An Egyp- 
tian policeman stands guard at the en- 


trance of the tomb. where the body of | 


the Queen was thought to have reposed. 
Its crumbled contents were found to be 
in a state of confusion, Indicating that 
the body had been disturbed after it had 
been put away. 

The coffin of the Queen was all in dis- 
array, lying awry on the floor amid 
heaps of gold foil in which the mummy 
had been wrapped The wooden coffin 
does not seem to fit the body. The 
skull and the few bones found in the 
coffin prove to be not those of . queen 
at all, but a man young at the time of 
death. The bones cannot be those of 
Khuenatan, heretic son of the Queen 
for. at the time of his death, he was a 
much older man than the unknown own- 
er of these bones. The Khuenatan name 
was on the coffin, but it was the moth- 
er’s, not that of a king. 

Queen’s Features Preserved. | 

Although the body of the Queen has 
never been found, her likeness is known 
from the images worked upon the stop- 
pers of jars intended to hold her eri- 
trails after death. and from images. 

Many objects were found in the tomb, 

such as bracelets, necklaces.and small 
funeral objects of blue glazed faience. 
These relics of departed sovereignty are 
of the greatest interest and will take 
rank among the most valued treasures 
of the great Museum of Cairn. 
Mr. Davis will continue his excava- 
tions in the Valley of the Tombs of the 
Kings. in his efforts to get some trace 
of the body of Queen Til, without which 
there is a big gap in archeological sci- 
ence. 


MERCHANT IMPALED ON MEAT

WATERTOWN, S. D., Oct. 5.—c. C.

ting her fingers at the same time; she 
must overcome the difficulties of saw- 
ing and of using her knee and a chair 
“us a bucksaw. 

What an assortment!—pipe, hay-wire 
and bits of stick, nails of every size 
from a shingle to a spike. Then come 
the placing of the lead pipe or heavy 
wire for the arms and legs and for dit- 
ferent portions of the form. Such a 
tying on of bits of sticks and such a 
number of other ingenious devices ar. 
resorted to that It looks as if the gen- 
jus for tinkering was not the least ini- 
portant in the fundamental require- 
ments of a sculptor, 

Since watching the process of man- 
ufacturing these frames—“armatures” 
they call them—I am sure that cer- 
tain things I have always been taught 
_to believe are the vilest of slanders. 
A woman—anyway, an artist woman 
-—Cain saw a plece of wood: she can 
drive a nail true and s.raight and 
not even touch her fingers. 

Whea the wonderful creation called 
an “armature” is completed § then 
comes the actual work, and for a few 
moments all goes quietly on. Real 
work—hard work—it is. too, but 
there Is NMttle that Is artistic looking 
about it. “Bullding up the clay fig- 
ure” they call it—taking up dita of 
wet clay and sticking them on one at 
@ time over the framework. The 
process is the Same as that we used 
in the building of our mud housés in 
our childhood days, only these young 
 Wemen base their work on aci-

entific and artistie lines. Now ana 
then someone’s framework grows out 
of shape, or a wire limb drops off: 
then you hear, a sudden. ejaculaton 
more or lese expressive of the artist's 
feelings. 

It is interesting to watch them 
“build up a figure,” with its intricate 
framework and mechanical. contri- 
vances—a veritable puzzle to any- 
one except the artist-builder. Today 
it has neither form or semblance of 
beauty—tomorrow it is almost a com- 
plete figure of strength and beauty. 
The subtle and beautiful form thus 
built is so true to nature that one is 
almost deluded into believing. as did 
Pygmalion of his beautiful creation, 
that it will breathe and come to life. 
They feel, many of them, with the 
sculptors of old that “they hide beau- 
ty safe from death in words of clay.” 
True, some of them hide this beauty 
so deep that only death will reveal it, 
but {ft does not dampen in the least 
their ardor or dull thetr artistic in- 
dustry and they are none the less 
content to emulate the great masters 
of ol4, even if a great majority of 
their models are consigned back to 
the clay box.

The plan 
does not prove practical in Missouri, it 
having all the semblance of Utopianism 
when the statistics are held up to the 
light. Of the nearly 600 strikes, only 
ten were settled by the two methods 
named, the division being five and five. 
Ip the five years under consideration 
there were 20 lockouts, and not a single 
one was amicably settled. 

Women are an t figure in 
strike conditions in Missouri.

ERE are two more criminal cases taken from the dockets of 

St. Louis courts and both of recent date. Like the two cases 

retold in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine last week, 
they are in striking and curious contrast with each other. In one 
case a young man, too lazy to work and deficient in his sense of 
right and wrong, obtained possession of a few pairs of shoes by 
means of degenerate cunning. He was sentenced to two and a hal? 
years in the Workhouse. In the other case a policeman. jn fuj] 
uniform, wearing the insignia of his office and armed, shot down 
and killed an unarmed man following a brawl between the two in 
a saloon. The policeman was convicted of manslav¢hter in the 
fourth degree and sentenced by the jury to serve six months in 
the Workhouse, just one-fifth of the time the shoe thief must serve 
in the Workhouse. 





Felt a Craving for “Easy Money” 


ORRIS LOVETT, a young man, stale some shoes from wholesale houses 
by means of. a trick. 
Lovett formerly lived at 2227 Market street. 
for some time to come he will live, in the Workhouse. 


He was a city boy, much on the streets as he grew toward manhood. ani 
in the streets he picked up a great deal of unsavory knowledge about the 
seamy sitie of life, and his wits were sharpened and given a keen edge. but atl 
his talent was perverted and debauched by that philosophy of lite prevalent in 
Market street. , 

Market street is a university. Within its narrow limits one may taxe 
degrees in many crime and vice courses. 

Sections of the Bad Lands touch Market street, adding their sinister color 
to its kaleidoscope of life. Theaters and penny arcades different from i! 
institutions of the kind elsewhere emit their in-essant ragtime. Frowsv ho- 
boes congregate in many cheap lodging houses. From Chinese joints floats 
the pungent odor of opium. LDozens of saloons and a great variety of restau- 
rants, cafes and dance halls line the way. 

There are music, laughter, lights, blasphemy, drunken cries in Market 
street, a strange jumble of sights, sounds and emotions. And in thet squalid 
babel Morris Lovett walked, with his eyes and ears open, absorbing all he 
could of what Market street had to teach, and all the while sharpening, sharp- 
ening, sharpening the edge of his wits. 

After a time he came to the conclusion that the sharpening process 


Now he lives, and 


had brought him to the goal striven for by so many who float through Market ® 


street, namely, the ability to live by cunning, thereby evading the great law 
which requires that the privilege of existence be paid for with labor. 

Of course, Morris Lovett did not reason within himself about that law. 
nor caleulate a method of escaping its obligations, but merely felt a cravitig 
for “some easy money” and selected a hackneyed and rather stupid scheme fon 
obtaining what he wanted. 

The big wholesale shoe houses on Washington avenue should be his vie- 
tims, Morris Lovett determined. He believed his wits, sharpened on the Mar- 
ket street whetstone, to be sharper than these of the shoe company clerks 
and that “easy money” could be made plentiful by a little ingenuity exerted 
on Washington avenue. 

Morris Lovett is not bad looking, by anv means,. and usually, by hook 
or crook, principally by crook, was able to dress very presentably and “put 
up 2 front.” 

So, one morning, dressed in the best his wardrobe contained, he spelled 
forth to glean the “easy money,” which in his imagination, fairly oozed from 
the great wholesale stores along Washington avenue. 

He entered one of the largest establishments and walked up to a clerk. 

“IT am from Upper and Findings,” he said, giving the name of a retail 


house he had reason to believe was a customer of the particular wholesalers. 


“They are out of such and such sizes in such and such a style. Please let 
me have half a dozen pairs.” ; 

Now, “Upper & Findings” were good customers of the house, so the 
clerk made haste to get together the goods asked for by Mr. Lovett, th: 
pseudo purchaser. 

“Thank you,” said Lovett when the shoes were placed in his hand.: 
“inst put this on our accdunt.” . 

“That came easy,” he remarked. to himself; “unless something should hap 
pen to spoil this scheme I will get rich.” 

When the proceeds from the first “order” of shoes had been dissinated 
Lovett hied himself back to Washington avenue once more, going to a differ- 
ent wholesale house this time, mind you, for his wits were very sharp. 

This next venture was quite, as successful as the first, and from the 
shoes brought away with him the misguided young man realized enough 
monev to gratify his love of affluence and ease for some days to come. 

Then he made another trip to the wholesale district, with like results, 
apd two others followed that one. making five distinet criminal ventures, all 
uncertaken that this misguided Morris Lovett. who had no appreciation «f 
right »nd wrong, who knew little besides what Market street had to teach, 
might live without working. 

But there is an end of all things, and the end of the young man’s crimi- 
nal career was rot tardy in its arrival. 

One thing Morris Lovett’s sharp wits has overlooked was the erd o 
month and the davs when statements of accounts are rendered to tve'r ret-il 
customers by the wholesale houses. Each of the retail firms whose nanes 
had been used by Lovett in his griminal thansactions sent back their bills. 
claiming that they were incorrect, as they contained charges for goods that 
never had been purchased. 

It chanced that the clerks who filled these orders remembered the vorung 
man who took away the goods, and a. description of him was placed on 
the books at Police Headquarters. 

“That must be Morris Lovett,” said one detective to another. and they 
began to look out for that young man. 

At last they came upon him, on Aug. 2, 
Twentv-second streets. Under his arm were eight pairs of s'ines the fruits 
ef his fifth visit to the wholesale district. The detectives por upon 
him anl bore him away to the Four Courts Holdover and appnlied for five 
warrants, one in the name of each of the big wholesale houses the yvoung 
man had vietimized. These warrants charged Lovett with “obtaining goods 
under talse pretenses.’? He was arraigned in the Court of Criminal Correction 
on Aug. 14 and convicted, getting a sentence to the Workhouse of two and 
a half vears. He is serving, it now. 
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“Every Chamber He'd a Cartridge” 


HOMAS HUMPHREY became a probationary patrolman on the St. 
Louis Police Foree Feb. 9, 1907. He is 32 vears old, more than six 
feet tall and has a powerful physique. Until he shot and killed Dan. 

iel Guy he made his home with his wife at 1140 South King’s Highway. 
Early in June, just a few months after this big. strong man became a 


policeman, he went one evening to the saloon of John McVey on Chouteau av- 
enue, near Sarah street. He wore his blue uniform with the nickel plated star 
shining on his broad chest. Under his coat tail, in its holster, was his service 
revolver, every chamber rn’, a cartridge. 

In a report signed by Acting Night Chief of Police Thomas Walsh on June 
9 the statement was made that Humphrey was drunk when the incidents here 
described took place. 

Daniel Guy was a city ambulance driver. He was in the saloon visited by 
Humphrey on the evening of June 8. The two men had a quarrel over some 
trivial matter. Humphrey himself said under oath at his trial that Guy com- 
mented on his (the policcman’s) presence in the saloon, told him he ought not 
to be there, and threatered to “get his star.” 

Just what happened after that is related in a different way by Humphrey 
and witnesses, But one denies that when Patrolman Albert White and Ser- 
yeant John Burns ran up, their attention having been attracted by pistol shots, 
Guy lay prone on the sidewalk with three ugly bullet wounds in his body and 
Humphrey stood near-by with a smoking revolver in his hand. 

Humphrey was arrested and Guy was rushed to the City Hospital in an 
ambulance. He died a few hours later after identifying Humphrey as the man 
who shot him. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held and Saloon Keeper MeVey, in whose bar- 
room the quarrel between Humphrey and Guy began, testified that the two 
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men spoke argrily to each other. McVey said he tried to pacify them, but 


humpurey re.i.ked: 

“Tais man is a crook, and [ll kill him.” 

McVey said Humphrey reached for his revolver and Guy fled, but re- 
turned later. At that, said MeVey, Humphrey again threatened to shoot, 
Saying: 

' “There comes that mon. [ll blow his brains out.” 

McVey said ‘eo reravaded Pumphrev to leave and Guy soon followed. Then, 
said the saloon keeper, he heard shots from the street. 

Yeorge Kriershauser told the Ccroner’s jury that he was asleep in a 
room over an undertaking establishment at 4102 Manchester avenue, when he 
was awakened by loud voices. He looked out. , 

He said he heard Guv cry: “I have no gun to defend myself with, not 
so m-ch as a toothpick.” its 

There were three persons in the street, Kreigshauser said: Humphrey. 
Guy and a railroad man carrying a lantern. He said he heard the railroad 
man erclaim: 

“Officer, don’t shoot that man.” 

“Then.” said the witness, “I saw the policeman draw his gun and aim 
it at Guy, who.stepped back. The two men were about four feet apart ans 
Guy was backing away. The policeman fired four shots, one right after 
another. When the last shot was fired Guy, whose hands had been hanging 
down all the while, had his back turned toward the policeman. When the 
wounded man fell I heard him 6ay, ‘You shot me like a dog.’” 

The policer-an who heard the shots, arrested Humphrey and sent Guy to 
the City Hospital, declared the wounded man had no weapon in his posses 
sion when he was picked up. 

Humphrey was suspended from the police force and charged with murder 
in the first degree. In the latter part of September Humphrey was tried in 
Judge Sale’s court. The prosecution introduced witnesses in an attempt to 
show that the killing of Guy was done deliberately and in cold blood. 

Two vouflicting police reports of the matter, both signed by Humphrey, 
were offered in evidence. In one of these Humphrey said he shot Guy/when 
the latter was trying to eseape arrest. In another report Humphrey said he 
fired only when attacked and to protect himself. 

The theory of Humphrey’s lawyers was that Guy was the aggressor 
and that Humphrey shot in defense of his own life. To sustain that theory 
witnesses were asked to describe a bruise observed on Humphrey’s face the 
night of the killing. ' 

This was described as a long red mark, slightly blue and purple at the 
elges, as though it had been made by a heavy blow. Humphrey swore that 
Guy struck him, inflicting that mark. — ; : 

Mrs. Humphrey was in court, sitting near her husband. Now and then 
she looked with an expression like pity at another woman, all in dismal 
black, who sat with two little children in another part of the courtroom. 
The woman fn widow’s black was Mra. Guy and the children were her own 
and the dead man’s, made fatherless by Humphrey’s pistol. 

In giving his charge to the jury Judge Sale outlined four possible ver- 
dicts, the finding in each case being dependent on the jury’s acceptance of one 
of the four theories that might be adduced from the evidence. These four 
possible verdicts were: First degree murder, second degree murder, fourth 
degree murder and acquittal. 

Humphrey was not on duty at the 

The jury retired and deliberated. It was a tense interval of time for all 
concerned. “At last the 12 men returned and announced the finding of a ver- 
dict. Thomas Humphrey was found guilty of manslanghter in the fourth de- 
gree and sentenced to six months in the Workhouse. 

The defendant evidently was displeased and annoyed that any blame 
had been attached to his act. Hea red angry over the verdict and as he was 
led away shouted instructions to his wife to see his lawyers and ask that an 


appeal be taken. 3 
And Mrs. Guy, the widow. dro her black veil down about her 
face and led her two fatherless little ones out of the courtroom and away 


to their desolate home.

HE precautions which are taken to; 

r guard gold dispatched from the 
mines of Australia, America or; 
South Africa to the Bank of England 
—which for years past has acted as the;

In rough bars, ranging usually be® 
tween 200 ounces and 1000 ouriees, the 
gold is packed in strong bullion boxes,

“A Single One of 'Em” 
HE recent visit of Mark Twain's 
biographer, Albert Bigelow Paino, 
to Hannibal has had a strengthen- 
ing effect on ““Twainology” in that city. 
Mr. Paine spent several days interview- 
ing old citizens and getting the atmos- 
phere of the veteran humorist’s bare- 
footed days. The biographer found 
much of interest, because 
full of character, individually and ge- 
ographically, but if he located a gray- 
beard anywhere within the limits of 
town or county who ever observed any- 
thing ef particular interest or of prom- 
is¢ in Mark Twain's boyhood, it will 
be In the nature of discovery.

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T last justice is to be done that 
much maligned bird, the common 
American crow. [In IIl!nois he is 

an outlaw with a price on is head, but 
the farmers of that State have come to 
regard the sable fowl as their good 
friend and will insist on the repeal of 
the crow head-bounty law. 

At present he is a sort of Ishmaelite 
bird, with every man’s hand against 
him, for the Mlinois law provides a 
bounty of 6 cents for each and every 
crow's head brought to the seat of the 
county government. This bounty has 
aroused the cupidity of many a nimrod 
and resulted in the massacre of crows 
by the thousands. 

For generations the “quiscalus quis- 
cula,” as the acientists call the crow, 
has been an object of the husbandman’s 
hatred. The gaunt figure of the scare- 
crow, with his ragged coat and disrep- 
utable hat, has outstretched its arms in 
countless cornfields, and the farmer, 
gun itn hand, has made war without 
quarter on the cawing flocks. 

But all this is coming te an end. Dis- 
coveries of science have caused the 
farmer's attitude toward the crow to re. 
verse itself, 

Enmity toward the crow first was 
S/engendered by his penchant for eating 
newly planted corn. But bugs and 
beetles eat corn, too, in greater quan- 
titles than the crow. And what is more 
estonishing, the crow eats irore corn- 
eating insects than he eats corn. Real- 
ly, what grain the sable bird eats is

terminating troublesome bugs. and 
beetles. 

The farmer has had a sort of vague 
misgiving about the crow for some time, 
an uneasy internal questioning 45 to 
whether he really was protecting his 
own interest by striving to annihilate 
the solemn bird. 

But there were enough enemies of the 
crow in the Illinois Legislature to in- 
sert a clause in the game laws provid- 
ing a bounty ef 5 cents on the heads of 
crows slain in the State on and after 
July 1. 

State Game Commissioner J. A. Wheel- 
er lifted up his voice in & protest against 
this statute, asserting that the Legis- 
lators knew not what they did and de- 
claring that, while the crow does eat a 
little corn, he earns it, every stain and 
sprout of it, by what he does te rid the 
fields of predatory insect life. But the 
Legislators heeded not the Game Com- 
missioner. 

Accordingly, since the enactment of 
the statute the slaughter of crews has 
reached gigantic proportions. The oe 
cent bounty “looked to Oy 
youth of Illinois, and many who did not 
possess. guns even went so fer a8 to 
vorrow weapons to siay crows with. lu 
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some counties, it is reported, the treas- 
ury has been depleted almost by the in- 
roads of crow-bounty payments. 

Meanwhile the farmers bave core 1» 
look askance at this wholesale massacr: 
of crows. F. E. L. Beal of the State 
Department of Agriculture has come for- 
ward with a statement that the crow 
does more good than harm and Stat> 
<ntomologist Forbes, after a careful and 
exhaustiv;; study of bird habits and 
food, has come to the conclusion that 
only the English sparrow should be de- 
stroyed. 


Not only do most of the feathered deni- 
zens of the countryside devour countless 
numbers of insects, they also eat th 
seeds of all sorts of weeds and thus 
prevent these troublesome and. damag- 
ing plants from spreading and interfer- 
ing with agriculture. 

The Illinois Audubon Society has 
championed the cause of the crow and 
other birds which the law permits to 
be slain without hindrance or restric- 
tion. he society has lodged with the 
State e Commissioner ai forma) 
and vi protest against the popu 
lar orga hunts for crows and 
doves. It will also urge the repeal! 
the law providing for a 5-cent bounty 
on every crow head. 


The veering of opinion also includes 
the hawk and blackbird, which here- 
tofore have been placed in the same 
category as the crow, that is among 
the supposed enemies of agriculture. 
It has been found that both these 
birds befriend mankind by eating in- 
sects and weed seeds. An organized 
effort will be made to bring to an end 
the killing of these birds, in which 
acts many men still believe they are 
aiding the farmer. 

The Illinois Farmers’ Institute has 
made some investigations along the 
line of bird habits and bird values to 
the community and has compiled some 
convincing figures. It has been found 
that the common turtle dove or 
mourning dove is one of the farmer's 
most valuable allies. 

There were examined some 237 
stomachs of doves. a8 4& result of 
which it was ascertained that fully 
90 per cent of the food of the bird 
consists of seeds of injurious weeds. 
In one stomach was an accumulation 
of 7600 seeds of yellow sorrel. The 
doves annually destroy !mmense quan- 
tities pigeon grass. ragweed, smart- 
weed, blindweed. and many other 
kinds of vagrant plant life which is 
the bane of farm work

It is believed, too, that nearly two- 
thirds of the hawks and owls of the 
United States render farmers more good 
service than they do harm. The marsh 
hawk ts said to be one of the most val- 
uable of them all. When this is better 
known there wil not be that hasty 
seizing of the shotgun whenever a hawk 
wings his way cver a farmhouse. 

It is said in behalf of the crow that 
though he does eat a good deal of grain, 
by far the major part of this phase of 
his diet is waste grain, which would do 
the farmers no good under any cir-

Surprised the Jumpers 


Then Ralph was taken with the ath- 
letic team of his school down to the in- 
terscholastic championships.

‘Cause experience taught him that he 


could jump higher and put a shot further 
when he was a little bit hungry. Over- 


eating, any athlete might have told 
him, makes a man heavy and dull and 
Slow. He didn’t need to be told, how- 
ever. He learned these things, just as 
he learned his per ect ‘“‘form’”’ in jump- 
ing and throwing weights, by studying 
them out himself. 

Rose began to grow broad shouldered 
and strong armed. His loose sjiuffle 
changed, with all the training and the 
pride of accomplishment, to a springy, 
erect walk. Training out in the open 
fields was making a man of him faster

Around Healdsburg,

A schoolboy. he had come with- 
in three feet of the long-standing world’s 
record held by George R. Gray of the 
New York Athletic Club. He had put 
the 16-pound shot 45 feet 64 Inches. only 
a foot and a half behind Gray's record 
with the big weight. He had thrown 
the 12-pound hammer beyond al! former 
marks.

Michigan as the best place for that 
purpose, and sent him there. Ralph 
studied and advanced rapidly. But no 
matter what else he had to do he found 
a few minutes every day to go out and 
put the shot. He was persistence per- 
sonified. The result might have been 
expected. When he was 19 Ralpi: broke 
Jeorge R. Gray’s old shot-putting rec- 
ord. He went into the Conference Meet, 
the Western Intercollegiate Champion- 
ship games, and won three events--sliot, 
discus and hammer. At St. Louis, al- 
though he had never thrown a discus, 
he broke the world’s record and tied for 
first place with Champion Martin Sheri- 
dan. It was training for the shot that 
nade him a great discus thrower. He 
made a hammer throw-of about 160 teet 
—a fine performance. 

But shot putting was the game Rose 
liked best. He raised his own world’s 
record a few inches at a time. 

Then came a break in his athletic ca- 
reer. 

A newspaper published a sensational 
story to the effect that Ralph Rose, the 
great athlete, intended to turn profes- 
sional and become a prize fighter. The 
paper printed pictures of Rose opposed 
to Jeffries in prize-ring costume. Rose 
never dreamed of doing such a thing 
and the notoriety that followed _ th- 
printing of it forced him to leave college 

At home on the ranch in California 
again Ralph began studying law under 
his father’s direction. But he found 
time for a little athletic work. Two 
years ago he wenc to the national cham- 
pionships, held at Pertland, Ore. Here 
he met his first defeat. Wesley Coe of 
l’oston beat Rose and broke his pet 
record with the 16-pcund shot. 


Studied Law and Trained 

Quietl¥ Rose went back to his home 
and the study of law. Just as quietly as 
in his schooldays he went out every day 
for a‘short period of training. It was 
hard, steady training now, for he was 
strong and seasoned. Gradually he im- 
proved. 

A month ago an athletic team left San 
Francisco, bound for the national cham- 
pionships at Jamestown. Wesley Coe 
was to compete there. Ralph Rose, feel- 
ing nis great biceps and thinking of the 
months of steady work behind him, felt 
confident of winning. In the last big 
meet, held in San Francisco, fust before 
-aving for the East, Rose had won the 
shot with the tremendous put of 50 feet 
5 inches, breaking all existing records. 
But he didn’t put in the certified claim 
for that record to the A. A. U. He 
vanted to make the figures in personal 
competition with his old rival. 

Rose and Coe met. Rose won by four 
feet. and he broke Coe’s world’s record, 
putting 49 feet 6% inches. He added only 
half an inch to it, but that was enough. 
He can add more later. 

Then Rose went to New York to com- 
pete in the New York Athletic Club 
games at Travers Island. His perfuorm- 
ances there were so startling that all 
the world has heard of them by now. 
He added more than seven feet to Mar- 
tin Sheridan's eight-pound shot-putting 
record, making it 67 feet 7 inches. And 
then, while the great crowd thundered 
its applause, the young giant from Cali- 
fornia broke record after record with 
shots of different weights. With sucli 
wonderful ease did he better the marks 
made by that. great champion of @ider 
times, xeorge Gray, that it was usually 
his first put that established .the new 
mark. And when he broke the record 
with the first put he was satisfied to 
leave bettering that for a later occa- 
sion, and to go on with the next weight.

N the person of Dr. Denton J. Snider, 
| St. Louls has a philosopher whom 

many students regard as the fore- 
most living thinker of the world. He 
has written 26° books, several of which 
already are recognized as standard by 
universities in this country and Europe, 
and those most familiar with his philo- 
sophic conceptions believe his whole work 
is destined to win universal recognition 
and his name to take rank with the 
first in the history of philosophy. 

In addition to the immense quantity 
of literary labor he carries on, Dr. 
Snider finds time each fall and winter 
to give instruction in philosophy and 
psychology to a number of classes, at- 
tended by both sexes and organized 
under the auspices of the St. *.ouls 
Society of Psychology. 

This institution is very like the classes 
in philosophy which used to gather in 
Ancient Greece at the feet of Socrates, 
Aristotle, and the other great masters 
of antiquity. 

Gives His Books Away. 


The instruction by Dr. Snider is given 
gratis. He receives no money whatever 
for it and aside from donating his time 
and strength, he has been Known to 
distribute, as gifts, many copies of nis 
works. When taken to task by friends 
for rendering such valuable and arduous 
service without remuneration, the phi- 
losopher answers with a smile: 

“Rockefeller gives of his millions to 
endow Chicago University and other ed- 
ucational institutions. Carnegie founds 
libraries. Why should I not give of 
my millions, too?’ 

Hie millions are intellectual, the in- 
estimable riches of genius and thought. 
But they are worth far more, his disci- 
ples believe, than the combined materia! 

possessions of many multi-millonaires. 

Nor is this movement local. It is the 


aim and object of the society, in whose 
hands rest the administrative details, 
to give the movement national scope 
and found, as it were, philosophical col- 
onies from one end of the country to 
the other, each of them being a point 
for the dissemination of that system of 
theught which Dr. Snider has formu- 
lated and given to the world. 

No man today who pretends to be a 
student of philosophy is unacquainted 
with the published works of Dr. Sni- 
der, yet circumstances have kept the 
public from a personal acquaintance 
with the author of those works. 

When a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch Sunday Magazine set out to find 
Dr. Snider in the flesh, he met with 
difficulty in the beginning. He asked 
a number of St. Louis educaters, 
known to be admirers of the philoso- 
pher, where he might be found. This 
was after a fruitless search through 
the pages of the city directory. 

No one was able to say where the 
distinguished man lived. At last a cer- 
tain friend of Dr. Snider gave the re. 
porter a clew. Said this friend: 


Residence Is a Secret 


“Nobody but Dr. Snider knows where 
Dr. Snider lives. His residence aa. 
dress ig a profound secret. But he 
may be seen at his printer's on Pine 
street. That is where he receives his 
mail and where he meets all visitors.’ 

Here was an interesting bit of infor-. 
mation. A man famous the world over 
is enshrouded in mystery in his own 
home city. The reporter sought an ex- 
planation. 

“©, there’s nothing mysterious about 
it,’ said the informant, with an amused 
expression, “Dr. Snider's mission in life 
is to think and to write. To do either, 
he must have absolute privacy ana 
quiet, where he will be secure from an~ 
interruptions. Suppose, for instance, 
that he had climbed a vast mountain of 
thought, had reached the heights, and 
was about to look upon some wonderful 
new truth, when all of a sudden the 
doorbell rings. He would have to come 
down again and greet his visitor and 
the toil and the inspiration that had 
enabled him to reach the heights a}! 
would avail nothing and the new truth 
be lost. 

“So, you can see why his home—his 
place of study, his closet of refiection— 
must remain a secret even from his 
most intimate friends.” 

But this does not indicate any lack 
of the social instinct on the part of tye 
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great philosopher, as the reporter 
learned the next day when he shook 
hands with Dr. Snider at the printer's 
office. The greeting accorded was warm 
and cordial and the great deep eyes of 
the scholar shone with the cheeriest of 
smiles. 

However, while the phflosopher is as 
genial as you 
versation, he is very modest and shrinks 
from personal poses in the Hmelight. 
He was rather dubious about being 
“written up,” but friends urged that an 
article of a personal nature might be of 
benefit to “the cause” and then he 
yielded, for ‘“‘the cause’ 
of this remarkable man. 

“Very often when you try to praise 
or flatter him, he'll turn on his hee! 
and run away,” a friend remarked. 
“T’ve seen him do it time and again.” 

But these scruples of the philoso- 
pher yielded to friendly pressure aga 
he consented that his photograph be 
taken for the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine. The picture was obtained 
on the day there came from the press 
a new book, “The Father of History,” 
being a critical study, In fascinating 
style, of ancient Herodotus, 

Dr. Snider ts almost 67 years old, his 
birthday having been Jan. 9, 1841, and 
his birthplace Mount Gilead, O. He 
attended the public schools as a boy 
and later the Oberlin preparatory 
school and college, being graduated 
in 1862. 


In Union Army a Year 


Immediately after graduation he en- 
listed in the Union Army and saw ac- 
tive service for a full year, during 
which period he obtained much valu- 
able first-hand information about the 
stupendous events discused in that 
admirable, not to say remarkable, re- 
cent production of his pen, “The 
American Ten Years’ War.” 

In 1864 he came to St. Louls and 
for two and a half years taught 
Latin, Greek, English literature, 
mathematics and history in the Chris- 
tian Brothers’ College. 

At the age of &, after several years 
of hard work and wearing study, 
laid aside books and research for 


youth of that day in mental philosophy, 
mathematics, Shakespeare, English liter- 
ature «~ sesural acience During the 
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ten years he served in that capacits 
he wrote and published his great three- 
volume analysis of Shakspeare, which 
after standing the test of more than WwW 
years, still ranks throughout the inter 
national world of literature as 6 mas- 
terpiece. 

In 1867 he married Miss Mary Krug 
of St. Louis, a woman af rare gifts — 
and charming disposition, who proved 
an inspiration for her remart able hus 
band during the few years of her life 
as his wife. At her death he wa: left 
with a baby girl, 3 years of age, to 
whom he was thereafter to be both 
father and mother. 

This child, Miss Alice Seider. was 
the reciplent of her great parent's ten- 
derness and loving forethought, as weil 
as his profound wisuem. When seheé 
grew *o young womanhood she dedicated 
her life to that work of which Dr. 
Snider is so fond and to which he has 
given so much, the great work of his 
beloved Froebel—the kindergarten. Now 
she is known as one of the most enl-— 
tivated and able teachers in the famous 
Pittsburg kindergarten. 


His Schoolwork in St. Louis 


She was trained at the Chicago Kin- 
dergarten College, in the founding of 
which her father was one of the leading 
spirits and to the development of which 
he has contributed and still contributes 
much time and effort. 

The 10 years on the faculty of the St. 
Louis High School was the last school- 
room work done by Dr. Snider. At the 
expiration of that decade he took up 
the great work of his life, the elabora- 
tion of a great aystem of universal phi-

HE steam turbine has occupied a 
prominent place in the public 
mind since the Lusitania stepped 


utes of record time and with almost no 


g@a sickness among its 2000 passengers. 


The steam turbine, because of its sim- 
plicity ‘and ease of movement, many 
think, is destined to supplant the pres- 
ent piston or reciprocating engine for 
all stationary commercial use. The prin- 
cipal objection to the turbine in its 
present state of development is the 
quantity of fuel consumed. 

But. the fact that the turbine is now 
being used by great Transatlantic ves- 
sels struggling to smash records, and 


the faet of its being a present-day ap- 


plication of a principle more than 2000 
years old, invests the new machinery 
with fascinating interest to the public, 
here and in Europe. 

However, there are many persons with 
no very clear idea of what a turbine en- 
gine is. In order to understand the prin- 
ciple of these machines it is necessary 
to lay aside all previous knowledge of 
reciprocating engines, for the turbine 


and the piston engines are entirely un- 
like. 

The turbine water wheel is well 
known. That mechanism consists of a 
wheel with buckets at the edges and in- 
closed in an outer shell. It lies in a 
horizontal position, even with the sur- 
face of the water. The water flows from 
above into the casing of the wheel, 
strikes the buckets and forces them for- 
ward, causing the wheel to revolve, 

The steam turbine is exactly the same 
in principle. It consists of one or more 
turbine wheels within a casing. The 
expanding steam is permitted to strike 
the turbine wheels, causing them to re- 
volve and transmit motion and power 
through the axle. 

The greatest difficulty in applying 
steam to the turbine lay in the fact 
fhat water is a heavy, incompressible 
fluid, while steam is elastic and vapor- 
ous. And even after industria! turbiries 
had been perfected the great difficulty 
of using that type for steamships lay 
in the fact that the turbine can operate 
only in one direction. The wheels must 
revolve constantly, either to the right

This necessitated the construction of a 
sort of double engire. 

The fundamental! principle of “the tur- 
bine may be observed any day in the 
lawn hose and sprinkler. If a hose les 
twisted on the cround and the water is 
turned on suddenly the hose will writhe 
with serpentine movements. That is be- 
cause the force of the water is pre- 
cipitated against the curves in the hose 
at an angle, causing the hose to straight- 
en out, whereas, in the case of a wheel, 
the line of least resistance lies in revo- 
lution and the wheel turns. 

The whirling lawn sprink!ers are lit- 
tle turbines. The water strikes a tiny 
turbine mechanism in the. sprinkler, 
causing it to rotate according to the 
velocity and amount of water flowing 
through. 

Light paper, properly folded and hung 
on a string will revolve when held over 
a hot lamp. The heated air, rising, 
strikes the folds of the paper as water 
or steam strikes the buckets of tur- 
bine wheel and causes the paper to™spin 
around. 

There are recorded instances of the 
steam turbine principle being applied as 
early as 120 B. C. Hero, an old scien- 
tist, who lived in Alexandria in that 
time, describes one. It was a hollow 
globe with two spouts, the one opposite 
the other. This globe was filled with 
water and heated from beneath, being 
suspended between standards. When 
the waier in the glébe gave off steam, 
which issued from the two spouts, a 
“back movement’ was created which 
caused the wheel to revolve. It is said 
this apparatus was capable of perform- 
ing extraneous work, such as turning a 
spit during the absence of the house- 
wife. 

Giovanni Branca, an Italian mathema- 
ticlan, in 1628 constructed a quaint tur- 
bine engine. The wheel stood isolated 
and near it was a receptacle for water 
with a cauldron for fire underneath. A 
long spout from the water receptacle 
Was so arranged*that when the water

For many years it was the dream of 
mechanical engineers to apply this an-

The launch was built after specifica- 
tions made by Col. Battle. The boat it- 
self was built in Handsboro, Miss.. 
while the engines were ordered from 
Michigan. Ninety-two feet is the total 
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length of the craft, with a beam of 
17 feet. The bow is sharp and pointed, 
but the stern is rounded. 

There are six staterooms, all finely 
furnished. In addition there is a large 
living room on the salon deck. Sixteen 
can be accommodated on the passenger 
list. With the launch there is a crew 
of five men. 

Three gasoline engines furnish the 
power, each turning a screw independ- 
ent of the rest. This makes the boat 
much more stable than - it had but 
one large propeller. The port and star- 
board engines are each 27-horsepower, 
while the center engine is 36-horsepower. 
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On the whole, the launch is finely 
furnished, and is considered the best 
craft that has been in Traverse Bay 
this season.

The great 
engine of that type at the World’s Fair 
was an object of ceaseless interest and 
curiosity and the recent performance of 
the turbine-equipped Lusitania, coupled 
with the absence of seasickness among 
the. passengers has revived popular in- 
terest in this mechanical proposition. 

The motion of the turbine being a 
smooth and regular revolution, has none 
of the throbbing and jarring so dis- 
agreeable in the reciprocating engine. 
This is a considerable advantage in 
steamship construction. 
principle of the turbine can be 
rrasped best by the person unfamiliar 
with mechanics by a consideration of 
the industrial type of these engines.

The population of the country has been 
inereased many hundreds of thousands 
during the 13 years for which the figures 
have been given, but the prohibition 
area has increased in a greater propor 
tion than the population, through the 
operation of local option laws. 

The liquor men point to this growth 
in their traffic as an evidence that ‘“‘pro- 
hibition does not prohibit,’’ while tem- 
perance advocates, on the other hand, 
declare the increased consumption of in- 
toxicants to exist only in communities 
where the sale of intoxicants is per- 
mitted by law. 

But whichever side 
remains that liquor drinking in the 
cities grows apace. There’ is more 
liquor, more beer, and tnore wine drunk 
in American homes today, and more 
habitual consumers of intoxicants 
among females, than ever before in the 
country’s history. 

The ‘‘lid’’ has indirectly brought about 
some of the drinking by women. Under 
the “‘lid’” more homes contain a stock 
of drinkables for Sunday consumption 
by male members of the family and 
‘heir guests. Invitations to drink are 
extended to the wife and sister, and the 
result is that the wife and sister come 
to like a drink and to take one when- 
ever opportunity offers. 

This deplorable condition as attracted 
the attention of medical men more than 
ever to the problem of alcohol’s rela- 
tion to human health and well-being. 
Results of the reeent scientific research 
are interesting in the extreme. 

Most physicians are united on one 
propositgon, namely, that alcohol in 
small quantities has some food value 
and possesses medicinal qualities. In 
small armounts aleohol supplies the same 
tissuie building material] that starch and 
sugar do and might be made to take 
the places of those items of diet. But 
in larger quantities—that is in quan- 
tities larger than the system can _ ex'- 
d.ze and asstnilate readily—it has a 
toxic effect that works speedy harm to 
nerves, muscles, and membranes.

The higher faculties 
of the mind are blunted and dulled when 
alcohol in large quantities is taken, and 
the effect is that of a sedative rather 
than a stimulant. But action of a weak 
heart is quickened by a proper dose of 
alcohol in dilution. 
. The fact that alcohol stimulates in 
small quantities and becomes a sedative 
in larger quantities, renders it unique 
among drugs. 

Dr. Walter E. Dixon, a distinguished 
member of the faculty of King’s College, 
London, and the University of Cam- 
bridge, in an article in the Medical 
Brief, published in St. Louis, says: 

“My experiments and observations 
show that: 

‘1. In moderate doses, and if well di- 


luted, alcohol has little effect on the 
rate of the normal heart; in large doses 
it excites the medulla and slows the 
heart through the vagus. The failing 
heart is accelerated by aleohol. When 
taken by the mouth, in concentration, 
alecéhol refiexly quickens the beat. 

‘2. In moderate doses alcohol causes 
dilation of the superficial vessels and 
some slight constriction, which, after 
large doses, is followed by dilation of 
the internal organs’ vessels. 

‘3. In moderate doses alcohol in- 
creases the activity and output of the 
heart. Reasons are given for suggesting 
that this effect is due, in whole or part, 


to the fact that alcohol.is a readily 
similable food substance. In large de 
strengths over 9.5 per cent in the wd 
alcohol depresses .the heart.

Mr. Davidson's remarkable bird-like airship, on 
the construction of which 25 years have been spent, 
is practically completed at last. An incorporated 
company, capitalized at $1000,000, was organized more 
than a year ago to provide funds for completing and 
experimenting with this airship. @ne-half of the 
shares are held by Lord Armstrong of the English 
engineering firm of Armstrong, Whitworth & Co. 
of London. Mr. Davidson is president of the com- 
pany, Arthur M. Eppstein of 1468 Race street, Den- 
*er, is vice-president, and the directors are William 
H. Maher of the Albany Hotel, Denver; B. Peyton 
Forbes of 18 Albion street, London, and George 
Ferbes of Invereran, Strathdon, Aberdeenshire, 
Seotland. 

From New York to St. Louis in three hours is, 
however, only one of many inducements hopefully 
held out by Inventor Davidson. He believes that 
iis airship will carry passengers from New York 
to San Francisco in 10 hours or less, so that it will 
be possible for a man to arise at the usual] hour in 
New York and have breakfast before going aboard. 
St. Louis will be reached, he says, in time for an 
early luncheon. At Denver dinner will be served, 
and the passengers will be deposited in San Fran- 
cisco long before bedtime. 

’ Birds Alone Gave Him the Secret. 

Mr. Davidson is a level-headed Scotch engineer with 
an idea. His idea, conceived 2% years ago, is that 
neither the balloon nor the kite, but only the birds 
of the air can furnish a model from which to con- 
struct a perfectly safe and dirigible flying machine. 
The late Prof. Langley and many others have en- 
tertained the very same idea, but Davidson appears 
to be the only one that hit upon the exact solution 
of the problem of making a machine heavier than air 


‘that could actually fly like a urd. 5 

Davidson believes that he has successfully applied 
to his irship the particular laws of nature which 
enavie birds to rise, soar and move in any direction 
through the air. This he claims has not been done 
@atisfactorily by balloonists or aeroplanists, who, h® 
declares, are endeavoring to travel through the air 

/ im accordance with laws of nature as applied to in- 
habitants of the water. In other words, balloonists 
and areoplanists are using a fish as their model, 
while he has: patterned his airship after the bird. 

Undoubtedly the most interesting feature of the 
“New York-to-Frisco” airship is found in its two 
enormous rotary wings. Each wing has‘a spread of 
47, feet. The rotary mechanical motion of the wings 
acts as a substitute for the reciprocal natural action 
of the bird in moving its wings. In the Langley fly- 
{ng machine the wings were made to flap exactly like 
the wings of a bird. As a matter of fact, the 
Langley machine's wings faileq to flap when the 
test came and the ship had a bad tumble. The 
Davidson wings are circular, like a mushroom or 
&4n umbrella, and they revolve at a tremendous 
speed. 

Each wing has 110 blades, or feathers, set at an 
angle of 12 degrees! At each revolution these dis- 
place 80,000 cubic feet of air. Allowing for a slip 
of 9 per cent of the air encountered by the feathers, 
this displacement has been found sufficient to lift 
10,000 pounds three inches. 

By an ingenious gear device the wings can be 
“set"’ at any angle in order to change the direction 
of the upward pull. With both wings set horizon- 
tally the pull is directly skyward. When the wings 
are tilted forward or backward or to one side the 
airship is pulled forward or backward, or te ene 
side as the case may be. 


Constructed on the Principle of Wings. 

The photographs on this page show in detail how 
the wings are constructed and give some idea ef 
their size. They occupy a place, one on either sides 
of the top of the machine, in about the same rela- 
tive position as the wings of a bird. Then there is 
® fan-tail or rear horizontal rudder designed Lo 
balance the airship and a forward vertical rudder or 
beak with which the ship is to be steered. 

These three main features of the Dayidson in- 
vention are patterned after the wings, the {ail and 
the beak of a bird. The tail rudder is in three 
sections, and is constructed on exactly the same

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/ BUILDING “ONE -O 
WINGS. WITH TTO"Y 
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It may be a long time before the New York-to- 
San Fransico airship line is actually , Started, 
however, because nobody can foretell exactly what 
the Davidson airship is going to do until it has had 
a trial. But the inventor and his assistants and 
the friends who have backed his machine finan- 
cially are all very hopeful. In fact, they do 
not see how the ship can possibly fail to do exactly 
what is expected of it. The rotary wings when 
tested proved that Davidson's theories about their 
lifting power were quite correct. The beak and 
tail have also proved quite satisfactory when tested 
and a small model of the airship behaved well when 
turned loose with a small storage battery furnishing 
the motive power for the wings. The small model 
was not powerful enough to lift a man and conse- 
quently no effort could be made to direct its flight. 
But it flew, although considerably heavier than the 
air, and it was all the inventor desired to prove by it. 

Many are Attempting to Succeed. 

In case the Davidson airsip fails after all, an- 
other inventor, Edward M. La Penotiere of 201 
Fourth avenue, Minneapolis, has in his mind an aero- 
plane raised by many spiral winglike fans. Mr. 
Pénotiere claims that his flying machine will imitate 
the flight of a bird exactly. 

The ship consists Of an aeroplane which ts raised 
by means of fans below it to a height from which 
it ean glide through the air. The important original 
feature consists in the construction of the aeroplane 
ao that it can be raised vertically in the air by the 
fans. without the use of a balloon. The aeroplane 
is made up of a series of hinged valves or blades. 
In the elevation ef the machine the blades swing 
to a vertical position, offering no obstruction to the 
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free passage of air. 

As soon as the machine its raised 
wanted the fans are slowed. down 
the machine begins to drop the blad 
horizontal position, forming a solid plane on whic 
the machine glides along.
